1 often ſet (or 
petty crimes) people hurried along the {trects: what a note 
keepes them company Mo thoſe Bells in womens mouthes 
Ianglc ! How they cry out to goe, not before ſuch a one, bur 
betore ſuch a one] Why $ou'd the face of one Juſtice he more 
territ le then another ! why his name why his warrant / It is 
as when crazy bodies are driven to Apothecarics : /n/eps goe 
downe ſmoothly, bitte r pills choake : They loue to {ce Naomi 
in your Parlors, not Mara. I preach without a pulpit : this is 
no Set mon, but an Epitille Dedicatory, which dedicates thete 
diſcoverics,and my threeſcore yeeres devotedly.

but in the ſhell, yet when they were fu ly 
hatch d, and began to craule out; their poy- 
ſon ſpread it ſelfe into all the parts & vt ines of 
the Kingdome, but the ſtench of the venome 
bras c out moſt in and about London. 

Cindle- lighe was then the firſt that diſconered that cor 
ſed Nuſety of Vipers: what was the Broode thinke vou?

=== Thc Hall where theſe Termers were to try fe ofthe 
their cauſes, was very large and trongiy built, but it had ane dil where 
fault, it was ſo hot that people could not enduretowalke there: cryeq in Hel 
Pet to walke there they were compelled, by reaſon they were 

d:awne thither vpon occaſions, and ſuch iuſtling there was of 

one another, that it would haue grieued any man to bæ in the 

thꝛongs amongſt them. Nothing could be heard but noiſe, and 

nothing of that uoyſe be vaderſtod, but that it was a ſound, as 

of men ina Kingvon:c ,when on a ſuddaine it is in an vpzoze. 

Euery one bzabled with him that hee walked with, oz if he did 

but tell his tale to his Councell,he was ſo eager in the very da⸗ 

liucry of hat tale, that ycu would haue ſwozne he did vzabble 1 

and ſuch gnaſhing ol teeth there was when Avuerſaries met 

together, that the fyling of ten theuſand fawes cannot yeelv 

a found moze hozrible. The Judgeof the Court had a deuil-

Court, all. The cauſes decided here are many ; the Clients that com⸗ 

plaine many, the Ceunlellozs (that pleade till they be hontie 
many the xttourntes (that run vp and vowne,) iutmite the 
Clarkes of the Court, not to be numbzed. All theſe haue 
their hands full day and night are they ſo plagued with the 
bawling of Clients, that they neuer can reſt, 

The Inke wherewith they wzite, is the bl od of Coninrers 
they haue no paper but al things are engroſſed in Parchment, 
and that Parchment is made ol Scriueners(kinnes layed off,

which being ſerued vpon aman is his Eucrlaſting Vndoing. 
Such are the Cuſtomes and courſes of pꝛocædings in the 
Defices belonging to the P2ince of Dat keneſſe. Theſe hotte 
doings hath hee in his ! crme-rimes. But vpon a day when 
a great matter was to bee tryed betweene an Engliſhman 
and a Duteb-Man, which of the two were the fowleſt Dzin- 
kers, and the caſe becing long time in arguing, by reaſon 
that ſtrang euzdence came in reel:ng on both ſides, (yet it 
was therig4ht that the Ealiſh-wen would carry it away, 
and caſt the Dich m1.) on a ſuddaine all was ſtaid by the 
ſound of a hon that was heard at the lower end of the 
Vall.

where Judge Radamanch with his two grim Bzothers (Minos 
and Eacus) ſate. This @pirit was an intelligenter ſent by 
Belzebub of Barat lu um, into ſome Teuntries of C h;1ſtendoine 
to lye there as a ſpie, and had bzeught with him a packet of let- 
ters from ſeuerall Legiers that lay in thoſe Ccuntries, foz the 
ſeruics of the Tartariar, their Load and aſter; which packet 
being opened all the Letters(becauſe they concerned the gene⸗ 
tall good and ſtate of thoſe low Ccuntties in Yell) were pubs 
likely read. Che contents ol that letter that tungmoſt, and 
put them all out of their Law caſes,tended to this pur pte.

T Hat whereas the Lo2d of the fierie Lakes had his @int- 
| ters in all Kingdoms abone the earth , whoſe @fficcs 
were not onely to win the @ubiens of other Pzings to his o/ 
bedience, but alſo to giue notice when any of his owne ſwozne 
bouſhold oz any other that held league with him ſhculd revolt 
92 flie from their allegeance:alſo todiſcouer from time to time 
all plots , conſpiracies,machinations, oꝛ tnderminings, that 
Gould be laid (albeit they that durſt lay them ſhould dig der pe 
inough) to blow bp his great infernall City: ſo that if his boz- 
ned Regiment were not ſuddenly muſtred together , and did 
not luſtily beſticre their clouen ſtumps, his territozies would 
ber ſhaken, his Dominions left in time vnpeopled, his fozces 
looked into, and hisauthozity which he held in the wozld, con- 
temned and laughed to ſcoꝛne. The reaſon was, that a ter⸗

one that was a diſordered per ſon, and at midnight would beate 
at mens doores, bidding them (in meere mockerie to le obe to 
their candles, when they themſelues were in their dead (leeps:

being knowne by the name of the Bel-man of London, had of 
late not onely dzawne a number of the Deuils owne kindzed 
intoqueſtion fo; their lives, but had alſs, onely, by the helpe of 
the Lanthozne and Candle lookt into the ſecrets of the beſt 
trades that are taugt in Hell, laying them open to the bzoad 
eve of the wozly, making them infamous, odicus , and tidicu⸗ 
lous: yea , and not ſatiſfied with doing this wzong to * =

nel. chip, very ſpitefully hath he ſet them cut in pꝛint, dzatwing 
t heit pictures ſo to the life, that now a hose · cealet ſhall not 
ſhew his head, but a haltet with the hangmans noſe is ready 
tobe faſtned abcut it: A Foyſt noza Nip ſhall nat walke in- 
to a Fayze oz aPlayhoule, but cucry cracke will cry, looke to 
vour puries; noz a pooze common Rogue come to amans doze, 
but he ſhall be cxamined if he can Cant. If this Bawling fel- 
low therefoze haue not his mouth ſtop t, the light Angels that 
are copned below, will neuet be able to paſſe as they haue done, 
but be napled vp foz connterfeits. Yell will haue no doings, 
and the Detull be no body. 

This was the lyning of the Letter, and this Letter dzane 
them all to a Non-plus, becauſe they knew not how to anſwere 
it. Vut at laſt aduice was taken, the Court bzake vp, the 
Terme was adiourned (by reaſon that the Þel-hounds were 
thus plagu'd) and a common ceunſell in hell , was pzeſently 
called how to redzeſſe theſe abuſes, 

The $thanica!l Synagogue being ſet , bp ſtatts the Father 
of Hell and Hamnation, and looking very terribly, with a paire 
of eyes, that ſtared as wide as the Mouth gapes at Biſhops⸗ 
gate, fetching foure oz fiue deepe ſighes (which were nothing 
elſe but the Smoke of fire and Bzimlkone boyling in his ſto⸗ 
macke, and ſhewed as if he were taking Tobacco, which ba

the Deepe, and hauing ſucked what kuowledge dee can from 
them, to turne it all into poyſon, and ta ſpit it in the very faces 
of the pzofefſoz3 , with a malicious intent to make them ax - 
peate vgly, and ſo to grow batefull and out of fauour with the 
wozld it ſuch a Comturer at mi nigh: ſhould dance in their 
circles and not be dzuuen out of them hell in a few yeres wou d 
not be wozth the dwelling in. The great Lo2d of Limbo did 
therefoze command all his blacke guard that ſtood about bun, 
to beſtitre them in their plates, and to defend the Court wher- 
in they liued :thzeatning (beſides) that his curſe, and all the 
plagues of ſtinking hell ſhould fall vpon his ofticers, ſeruants 
and ſubjects, vnleſſe they either aduiſ d him how,o2 take ſome 
ſpedy oꝛdet themſelues whe to puniſh that ſautie intelligencer 
the Bel · mau of London. Thus he ſpake and then late downe. 
At laſt a foliſh Deuill roſe vp and ſhot the bolt of his ad⸗ 
nice, which flew thus farre : That the dicke. Dogge of 
New-gate ſhould againe bee let loo'?, and a farre off follow 
the Bauling Bel- nan, to watch into what places ha went, 
and what deeves of dat keneſſe (cuery nigh )he did. Ainc Ria, 
The whole Þpnodicall aſſemb!y feli a laughing at this wiſe⸗ 
acre,ſo that neither he,noz his black Dog dur ſt bai k any moze, 
Others ſtept vp ſome pꝛonouncing one ver dia. ſome another: 
But at the laſt, it was concluded ⁊᷑ ſet down as a rule in Court 
that ſome one ſtrange ſpirit wo could tranſpozt himſelfe into 
all chapes, ſhould be ſen: vp to London and ſcozning to take re- 
uenge vpon lo meane a perſon as a BU ringer, Would thzuſt 
himſelfe into ſuch companies(as in a warrant to be ſigned foz 
that purpo'e) hould be nominated, 2 being once growne famis 
liar with them, he was to woꝛ te and win them by all poſſibls 
means, to fight vaver the diſmall t black colours of the Gzatid 
@ophy(his Lozd and Paſter) the fruit that was to grow vpon 
this tree of euill,would be great,fo2 it ſhould be fit ſerned vp to 
Don Lucifers Cable as a new banqu ting Dilh, ſithence all a- 
ther meats, (though they fatted hum well) were growne ſtale. 
Hereupon act ſi⸗ the Mellenger was called, a Paſpozt 
was dzawne , ſigned and deliuered to him, with _— in- 
ructions 
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Urudions how fo carry himſelke in his trauell. And thus 
much was cpenly ſpcken to him by woꝛd of mouth.

:k:a Hill oncly to grind miſchiefe. Jfthou meteſt a Dutch- 
minke with him: ifa Frernhman, tab : if a Spaniard, be» 
trap: it an tali popſon: ii an Iriſhmaa, flatter: if an Eng- 
uh nun. doe all this. 

HDiunt nun. s, there thou ſhalt find Pzodigals: pay thy 
t vo pence to ab yer, in his Gallery mapeſt thou ſit by a 
Harlot ; at Ord.narics mapeſt thou dine with lien fooles: 
when the day ſteales out of the wozld , thon ſhilt meste rich 
Drunkards vader welted gownes, ſearch fozthzezſcc2ze in the 
hundzed hugge thyſe golden villaines, they thine bzight, and 
will make a good ſhow 1/1 Hell: ſhzike with a cricket in the 
B-evv-houlc, and wafch how they conture there: Ride vp and 
dowae s nichſield, and play the Jidethere: Uifite Pziſons, 
and teach lavlors howto make nets of Jron there: bind thy 
ſelfe Pꝛentize to the beſt trades; but if thou canſt grow ex⸗ 
treme rich in a very thozt time (hanely ; ) J baniſh thee my 
Ain dome, come no m922 into hell, J haue ted the alecure, 
follow it farewell.

layes creffe his waſt iuſt vader his left hand, and (in it) ſeeing 
what cards he dzaweth, makes the ſame vſe was ſpoke of the 
Wyamond,and thus Simplicity being made a leane foole and 
h1s plaine dealing a Begger, knaues grow rich as the Deuill; 
and fed with the curſes of vndone people. 

The Poſt-maſter of Hell, ſe ing ſuch villany to goe vp and 
downe in cloakes linedquite thzough with Ueluet,was glad hs 
had ſuch newes to ſend ouer, and therefoze ſealing vp a letter 
full of it,delinered the ſame to filthy-boarded Caron( their own 
Waterman) to be'conueied firſt to the Poster of Yell, and 
then (by him) to the aſter keeper of the Deuills.

Dome hunt 
the ipotted Panther, and the ip:ckled Leopard, thep ate uch 
as to inioꝝ theit pleaſures, regard not ho blacke an iniamie 
Rickes vpon them: all theie are batbatcus and vinatuull 
Want-lmen,fo; they range vp and downe the de.erts,the Gil⸗ 
derneſſe, and the (PÞountatzes, wth 27s piiciue the loitg-liuecd 
ut the couragious Stag. oz the mimbie f uted lte: theie 
Haatine of Are the nobleſt hunters, and they exerciſe the Robleu game : 
che Bucke, Theile by follo ding the Chae, get ttcongch ot bio, a fro ang 
vadiſquietcd minde magaimmitie oc pix t, alaccicie of heart, 
and vnweariſomneile to bzeage though the yacdeit tabours ? 
their pleaſures are not in ſatiable, but content d to bee kept 
w thin limits, fo thece hunt within Parkes incioſed 02 withs 
Hunting of In bounded Fozrelts. Che hunting ol the Hare teaches ſeare 
the Hare, bo be bold, and puts ftmpiicitie to her thifts, that he growes 
can.ng and pzouident: tage turnmgs and croiſe windings that 
hs makes ace emblemes of this lifes vicertain y: u hen tha 
thrakss he is further from danger, it is at yer hales, and 
when it is neteſt to her, the hand of ſafety defends her. When 
che is wearie2 and h ith runne her race, ſhe takes her death pa- 
tiently, therevy to teach man to mike himielce ready, when 
the graue gapes foz him. 

All tyels kinds of hunting are abzond in the open fleld, but 
there is a Cloſe City huating only within the walles, that puls 
downs Parks,layes open Forzeſts, d:\tropes Chaces weunos 
the Werte of the Land and mn kes (uch hivocke of the g vblielt 
Heards,that (by their wils,who are the rangers, ) none {hould 
be left aliue but the Kaicals. This kind of hunting is baſe and 
ignoble. It is the meaneſt, pet the moſt miſchieuous, and it is 
called Ferrering To behold a cha.e o two at this, did the 
light-hozſeman of Hell one day l-ape iuts the ſaddle.

therefo2o that foure of ſuch looſe-foztuned gallants were tyed 
in one knot and knew not how to faſten themſelues vpon ſoms 
wealthy Citizen. At length it runnes into their heads, that 
ſuch a » 02g Novice (who dayly ſerues to fill vp their compa- 
ny) we neuer intangled in any City lime · buſh: they know 
his pzeſent meanes to be good, and thoſe to come to be great: 
him therefoze they lay vpon the Annile of their wittes, till 
they haue wzought him like ware, foz himſelfe, aſwell as foz 
them, to doe any thing in war, oz indeed till they haue wonne 
him to ſlide vpon this Jce (becauſe he knowes not the danger) 
hee is eaſily dzawne ; foꝛ he confiders within himſelfe that 
they are all Gentlemen well deſcended they haue rich fathers, 
they weare good clsathes, _ bin gallant ſpenders, and doe 
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ob, and then ( ſtill) let it flye freely : he is to venture vpon no 
moze rockes than all thep, what then ſhould he feare ? he there- 
foze reſolues to doe it, t the rather becauſe his owne crhibition 
runnes low, and that there lacke a great many weekes to the 
Quarter day, at which time, he ſhail be refurnifſhed from his 
father. The match being thus agreed vpon, one of them that 
has becne an old Fertet- monger, and knowes all the trickes af 
ſuch hunting ſeekes out a Tumbler, that is to ſay,a fellow, who 
beates the buch foz them till they catch the Birds, he him⸗ 
ſelfe being contented(as he p2otelts and ſweares )onely with a 
{cw feathers. 
The Tumblers hunting dry-foote, 
dis Tumbler being let looſe, runnes Snuffing vp and 
downe, cloſe to the ground, in the ſhoppes either of $Her- 
cers, Goldſmiths, Dꝛapers, Vaberdaſhers oz of any other 
Trade, where hee thinkes he may mete with a Ferret ; and 
though vpon his very farſt courſe, he can finde his game, yet to 
make his Gallantsmoze hungary , and to thinke hee wearies 
himſelfe in hunting the moze, hee comes to them ſweating, 
and ſvearing th at the City Ferteet are ſo coaped (that is to 
ſay haue their lippes ſtitched vp cloſe) that he can hardly act 
them open to ſo great a ſumme as nue hundꝛed peunde, which 
thev deſire. This Hearbe being chewed downe by the Kah 
bet-ſuck ers, almoſt kills their hearts, and is wozſe to them 
then dabbing on the neckes to onntes. They bid him 11 hee 
cannot ſaſten his teeth vpon Plate, o: Cloth, c2 @1ilkes, to 
lay hold cn bzowne Paper, oz Tobacco, 3 eh olom: Babies. 
L ufe-ſttngs,o2 Hob naples, oz two hund2cd pounds in Saint 
Ihoms O tions, and the reſt in money the ©:1toi's they 
could get UWenches enough to cry and ſell them by the Rope, 
and what remaines ſhould ſerue them with Puttan. Upon 
this, their ſumble: trots vp and do vne againe, And at the laſt 
lighting on a Citizen that will 4 ale, the names are recciued 
and deliuered to a Scrinener, who enquirung hether they 
bir good men and true, that art to paſſe vpon the life and death 
of fue hund ꝛed pounde, findes that foure of the ſiu ate winds 
ſhaken, a d ready to fall into the Lo2ds handes : marrie the 
aft man is an Oako, and ther's hope that hee cannot be hew- 
ed 
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— e in haſt. Upon him therefoze the Citizen builds ſo

A new and cunning drawing of money from 
Gentlemen. 


T Here is another Fraternitie of wandzing Pilgrims,who 
merrily call themſelues, Iacks of the Ciock-touſe, and 
are very neere allied to the Faulconers, that went a Hawking 
beloze. The Clarke of Ercbus ſet downe their names tos in 
his Tables, with cextaine baiefe notes of their pzaiſes : and 
theſe they are. 

- The lacke of a C'ock-houſe goes vpon @crewes , and his 
Dffice is to doe nothing but Crike : ſg does this noyſs , (foz 
they walke vp and downe like Fidlers)trauatle with Motions, 
and whatſoeuer their Mo:ions get them is called ſtriking. 

Thoſe Motions are certaine Collection:, oz witty Anuenti⸗ 
ons, ſometimes of one thing, and then of another. And theſe 
are fayzely wzitten and ingroſſed in Uellum, Parchment, az 

Royall paper, richly adozned with compartiments,and ſet out 
with letters both in gold, and in various colours. 
This laboz being taken, the aſter of the Motion hearkens 
where ſuch a Noblematir, ſuch aLozb, oz ſuch a Knight lies, 

that is liberall : hating found one to his liking, The Potion 

(with his Patrons name fairely texed out, in mannor of a De- 
dication,)is pzeſented befoze him: he receines it, and thinking 
it to bee a wozke onelp vndertaken foz his ſake , is bounfeous 
to the giuer, eſteeming him a ©choller, an) knowing that not 
without great trauaile hee hath dzawne ſo many little ffrag- 
gling treames into ſo faite and ſmooth a Kiner : whereas the 
wozke is the labour of ſome other (coppied out by ſtealth) by an 
impudent ignozant te low, that runnes vp and downe with 
the Tranſcripts, and exery Ale-houſe may haue one of them 
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hanging in the baſeſt * 1g rome) if they u ill bee at the 
charges of waiting it cut.

Gpon delinery of this meſſage (from ſg 
deare and noble a friend) he ſweares and chafes, becaule all his 
bozſes are out of towne,curſeth the ſending of them back,offers 
any money to haue himſelfe, his couzen with him, and his men 
but reaſonably hoʒ ſt. ine hoſt being a credulous Aſſe ſuſfers 
them all to get vp vpon him,foz hee pꝛouides them hozſes, ci- 
ther of his owne (thinking his Gueſt to be a man of great ac- 
count, and being loth to looſe him, becauſe hee ſpends well) oz 
elſe ſends ont to hire them of his neighbours, paſſing his wozd 
foz their foazth-comming within a day oz two, Up they get 
and away gallop our tan e⸗xiders, as farre as the pooze Jades 
can carry them. 

The two dayes beeing ambled out of the Wozld, and pers 
haps thzs moze after them, yet neither a ſupplyof $o;ſe-men 
oz Footemen, (as was pzamiſed) to be ſet exe upon. Che la- 
mentable Jnnie-keeper (oz hackneyanan, if hee chance to bee 
Sadled foz this Journey too) leoſe their Colts teeth, and finde 
that they are made old art ant Jades: Search then tuns vp and 
downe like a Conſtable haife out of his wits (vpon a Þh2oue- 
tueſday)and hue and cry followes after, ſome tiwelue oz foure- 
tiene miles off, (raund about London) which was the farthef 
of their journey as they gyue out. Wat (Alas!) the hozſes are

They careleſſcly enquire fuhat Gentleman of wozth, oz what 
rich Farmers dwell within nue oz fire, oz ſeuen miles of the 
Fo2t where they are inſconce3, (which they may doe without 
ſuſpition)⁊ hauing got their names they ſingle out themſelue⸗ 
ix a mozning, and each man takes a ſeueral! path to himſelfe: 
one goes Caſt, one Tc, one Nozth,and the other South: wal; 
king either in bytes with wands in their hands, oz otherwiſe, 
fo2 it is al to one purpoſe, And note this by the way, that when 
they trauell thus on foct,th:p arc no mozecalled Rink; -iders, 
but $rrov vler+,a pꝛoper name giuen to Country Players, that 
(without Socks) trot from town to towns vpon the bare hte. 
Being arriued at the cate where the Gen le man Farmer 
dwelleth, hee boldly knockes, inquiring fa him by name and 
ſeps in to ſpeake with him: the ſeruant ſeeing a faſhionable 
perſon, tells his aſter there is a Gentleman deſires to ſpeak 
with him: the aſter comes and ſalutes him, but eying tim 
well, ſayes be does not know him: No Sir, replies the other 
(with a face bold enough) it may be ſo, but J pꝛay yon Sir, 
will yer walke a turne o2 two in pour Oꝛchard oz Garden, J 
would there conferre ; Baning got him thether, to this tune 
he plates vpon him. 
How the Snaffle is put on. 
8 Ir, Jama Gentleman, bozne to better meanes then my 
pꝛeſent foꝛtunes dor allow mee : J ſetuad in the field, and 
: vad 
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had command there. But long peace (you know Sir) is che 
Cantex that eates vp @guldiers,and ſo it hath me. J lie here 
not far te off in the Countrep, at mine Inne, where Caving 
vpon the diſpatch of ſome buſtneſſe, J am indebted tothe houſe 
in monies, ſo that J cannot with the credit of a Gentleman 
leaue the houſe till J haue payd them. Make me Wir, ſo much 
beholden to your loue , as to lend me fozty oz fifty ſhillings to 
beare my hozſe and my ſelfe to London, from whence within a 
day oz two, I ſhall ſend pon many thankes, with a faithful! 
repaiment of your curteſie. 

The honeſt Gentleman , oz the good natur'd Farmer be- 
holding a perſonable man, faſhionablyattired , and not car- 
ryina in outward colours, the face of a cogging knaue, giues 
credit to his woꝛds, are ſozry that they ate nat at this pꝛeſent 
time ſo well furniſhed as they could with , but if a matter of 
twenty ſhilliags can ſtead him, he ſhall commend it, becauſe it 
were pitty any honeſt Gentleman ſhould foz ſo ſmall a mat- 
ter miſcarry. Yappily they meete with ſome Chap-men that 
giue their owne aſking : but howſoeuer , all is fiſh that comes 
to nett, they are the mot conſcionable market folkes that c- 
uer rode betweene two paniers, foz from fozty they will fall 
to twenty, om twenty to tenne, from tenne to ſiue: nay theſe 
Pountibankes are ſo baſe , that they are not aſhamed te take 
two ſhillings of a plaine Huſbandman, and ſometimes fire 
pence (which the other giues ſimply and honeſt ly) of whom 
they demanded a whole fifteene. 

In this manner doe they digge fluer out of mens purſes all 
the day, and at night meete together at the appointed Rande- 
uo, where all theſe Snatſſes are looſed to their full length, the 
Rings which that day they h ue made, are wozne. The Prouan- 
der is pꝛaiſed oꝛ diſpꝛaiſed, as they finde it in goodnefſe, but it 
goes downe all, whileſt they laugh at all. 

And thus does a Common⸗ wealth bzing vp childꝛen, that 
care not how they diſcredit her oʒ vndoe her: who weuld ima 
cine that Birds ſo faite in ſhew,and ſo ſweete in voyce . ſheuld 
be ſo dangerous in condition: but Rauens thinke carryon the 
daintieſt meate, and villaines eſteme moſt of that money 
which is purchaſt by baleneſſe 
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The Under cheriffe fo; the County of Cico lemon, knowing 
into what arrerages theſe Ranke / riders were runne foz hozſe- 
Aclh to his malter, (of whom he. farmed the office)ſent out his 
waits to attach them, and ſo narrowly purſued them, that foz al 
they were well hozſt, ſome he ſent poſt tothe gallows and the 
reſt to ſeuerall Jayles : After which, making all the haſt hex 
poſſibly could to get to London againe, he was way layd by an 
army of a ſtrong and new-found people.

Moone-man,fignifies in Engliſh a mad-man, becauſe the

one day in a place, but are the only, and the onely baſe Kunna- 
gates vpon earth, And as in the Poone there is a man that 
neuer tirres without a buſh of thoznes at his backe, ſo theſe 
M-one-men lie vnder buſhes, and ars indeede no better then 
Hevdge-repers. 

They are a people moze ſcattered then Jewes , and mo2e 
hated ; beggerly in apparell, barbarous in condition, beaſtly 
in behauiour,and bloody if they mete aduantage. A man that 
ſess them would ſweare they had all the yellow Jaundies, oz 
that they were Tawny $poozes Baſtards, foz no red-Daker 
man carries a face of a moze filthy complexion , pet are they 
not bozne ſo, neither hath the @unne burnt them ſo, but they 
are painted ſo, yet they are not good Painters neither: foz 
they do net make-faces, but marce-faces. y a by-name they 
are called Gipſies, thy call themſelues Egyptians , others in 
mockery call them Moonc-Men. 

Ifthey be Egyptians, ſure 8 am they neuer deſcended = 


—— 
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the Tribes of anyofthoſe people that came out of the Land of 
Egypt: Do omy (Ring of the Egyptians) J warrant neuer 
called them his ſubieas: no no2 Pra befoze hum, Looke 
what difference there is betweene a Cuuill Citizen of [volin, 
and a wild Jriſh Berne, lo much difference there is betweene 
one of theſe counterfeit Cgyptians, and a true Euglich begger. 
An Englich Rogue is tult of the ſame liuery. 

They are commonly an Army about foure-'coze ſtrong, vet 


they neuer march with all their bags and baggages together, 


but (like Byte-halers) they fozrage vp and downe countries, 
4+ 5-026. in a company. As the @witzer has his wench and 
his Cocke with him when he goes to the warres,(o theſe vaga⸗ 
bonds haue their harlots with a number of little childzen fot- 
lowing at their herles: which pong b2ood cf beggers, are ſomes 
times carried (like ſo many greene geeſe aliue to a market) 
in patres of paniers, oꝛ in dofſers like freſh-fiſh from Nye that 
comes on hozſcbacke, (if t hey be but infants) But ii they can 
{craddle once, then as well ſhe⸗Nogues, as the he Nogues are 
hoꝛſt, ſeuen oꝛ eight vpon one jade, rongly pineond, and 
trcangely tycd together. 

One Shire alone and no moze is ſure ſtill at one time „to 
haue theſe Egyptian lice ſwarming within it, fo2 like lockes 
o wild-necſe, they will cucrmoze five one after another: let 
them bee fcattered wo2ſe then the quarters of a Zraytoz are 
after hoes hang'd d21wne and quartered, yet they haus a tricke 
(like water tut with a ſwo2d) to come together inſtantly and 
caſt'y againe: and this is their policy, which way ſocuer the 
fozemolt rankes lead, they ſticke vp (mall boughes in ſcuer all 
places, to cucry villace where they paſſe , which ſerue as en⸗ 
ſignes to waite on the reſt. 

Their apparell is old, ard phantaſticke, though it bee no⸗ 
uer ſo full of rents; the men wegre Scacfes of Tallico, 
oz any othe bir uffe, hanging their bodies like pozris⸗ 
dancers, wih elle ‚audother Toyes, to intice the Ceuntrp 
people to ſlo de abcut them, and to wonder at their fogleries. 
oz tather anche knaue ties. The we emen as ridiculouſly 
attire then clues, and (lik: enethat plopes the Rogue en 
a Stage) weare rags , and patched filthy ——_ 
mo 
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molt, ohen the v wer garments are handſome and in faſhion. 

Che battailes tThe.e Dut-lawes make, ate many and voip | 
bl ody. ho oeuet falls into their hn neuer eicapes eue, 
ans ſocruell they are in thee mucthers, tha nothing can let. 
fic them but the very heart blood of thole whom they hl. 4d 
whs are they (thinke you )that thus goe to the pot? Alas 3n- 
noccat Lamnvs,@hcepe,Calues, igges gc. Poultry-ware are 
mo2ec churlichiy handlod by them, then pooze pꝛiſoners are by 
keepers in the Counter 1'th Poultry. A goole comming as 
mona them, learnes to bee wi e, that he neuer will be Goole 
any moꝛe. The bloody Cragedies of all theie, are only aded 
by the women, who carrying long Enues oz Sdeanes under 
their mantles, dor thus play their parts: The Stage is ſome 
large Heath oꝛ a Firre-buch Cain mon, farre from anp haules; 
Upon which, cauing theuelues into a King, they inclo e the 
murdered,tiil the mallacre be nnſhed. It any pallenger come 
by, and wondzing to ler uch a conuring drcle kept by Hell⸗ 
hounds, 43d demnaund what ſpirits they calle there: one of the 
Hurderers iteps to him, poyſous him with ſweete words, and 
ſhifts hi n off, with this lye, that one of the women is faine in 
labour: but i any mad Hamler hearing thts, linclis vallanie, 
and rut in by violence to lg what the tawny Dinels are do 
ng, then they extuſe the fac, lay the blame on tl oſe that are 
actoꝛs, and perhaps (if they ſce no temeboy) delluer them to an 
officer, tobe had to punuhment: but by the way a reſcue is ltire- 
ly lapd and very valtantly (though very villanenlly) doe they 
letch them ott and guard them. 

The Cabbines where thele Land-pyzats lodge in the 
night, are the Out ⸗barnes of Farmers and Hulbandmen in 
ſome poo? Uillage oz other) who dare not deny them, foz 
leute they thauld cre moꝛning haue their thatched houſes bur⸗ 
ning about theit cares : in theſe Barnes are both their Cooke⸗ 
rooines, their ſupping —— and their Bed chambers: foz 
there they dꝛeſſe a'ter a beaſtly manner, whatſoencr they pur⸗ 
chaſt after a thecuiſh fathion : ſometimes they eate Aeniſon, 
and h ue Gray-hounds that kill it foz them, but if they hap 
not, they are Hounds themſelues, and are damnable Hunters 
after flelh : 7Uthich appeares by their vgly faced queanes that 
F 2 follow 
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follow them, with whom in theſe Barnes they lye, as wine 
dos together in Wogſties. 

Theſe Barnes are the beds of Inceſts, Mhozedomes, As 
dulteries, and of all other black and deadly damned lmpictics; 
here gro ves the curſed [rec of Baſtatdy „ that is ſo fruitful : 
hete are waitten the Bookes of all Blaiphemics,Swearings and 
Curics, that are ſodzeadfull to be read. Pet the ſimple Coun- 
try people will come running out of their houles to gaze vp⸗ 
on them, whileſt in the meane time one ſteales into the next 
Roome,and bzings away whatſoener he can lay hold on, Upon 
dayes of paſtime and liberty, they ſpzead themſelues in ſmall 
companies amongf the Aillages: and when pong maides and 
batcyellers (pea ſometimes old doting fwles , that ſhould bee 
braten to this wozld of villanies, and foze-warne others) doe 
locke about them, they then pzofeſſe (kill in Palmeſtry , and 
(fczſcoth) can tell Foztunes, which foz the molt part are in 
fallibly true, by reaſon that they wozke vpon rules which are 
groundedvpon certaintie ;foz one of then will tell you that 
you (hall thoztly haue ſome cull lucke fall vpon you, and 
within halfe an heure after peu ſhall haue your pocket pick d. 
02 your purſe cut. Theſe are thoſe Egyptian Graſhoppers 
that eate vp the fruites of the earth, and deſtroy the pooze 
cone fields: to ſweepe theſe warmes cut of this K:ngrome, 
tere are no ether meanes but the ſharpeneſle of the moſt ins 
famous and baſeft kinds of puniſhment. Foz it the vgly bo⸗ 
dy of this Ponſter bee ſuffered to grow and fatten it ſelfe 
mith miſchiefes and diſozder , it will haue a necke ſo Sinewy 
and ſo Bꝛawny that the arme of the Law will haue much a⸗ 
doe to ſtrike off the Head, ſithence cuerp day the members 
of it increaſe, and it gathers new zoynts and new fozces, by 

briggere, Anglers, Chearers, Morte, Beomens Daughters 
(that haue taken ſome bp-blowes, and to auoy de ſhame, fall in 
to their finnes)and other @eruants, doth men and mapdes, that 
haue bene pilfeters, with all the reſt of that Damned Regis 
ment, marching together in the fir Army ofthe P.ci-man, who 
running away from their owne colours (which arc bid enough) 
ſetue vnder theſe, being the wozſt. Lucitcrs Lanſprizado that 
{cod aloefe to behold the Puſtetings of thele — tek 
deliaht 
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delight to ſee them donble their Fyles ſo nimbty, but held it na 
licy to come neere them(foz the Dinell himſelfe durft ſcarce 
aus done that.) Away therefoze he gallops knowing that at 
one time oꝛ other, chey vvould all come to fetch their pay 
where it was due.

Jn which 
Schoole of Ho: ſcazan-ſhip (wherein foz the moſt part none 
but Gallants are the Students) hee conffrued but Grange 
Lecures of Abutcs : he could make large Comments vpon 
thoſe that are the Runners of thoſe Races, and could teach o⸗ 
thers how to loſe fozty , oz fiffie pound politikely in the fozes 
noone, and in the alternone (with the ſelfe ſame Gelding) 
to winne a thouſand markes in fine a fire miles riding. Yee 
could tell how Gentlemen are fetched in and made younger 
b:others, and how pour new knight comes to be a conzen of 
this Race. Ye could dzaw the true pictures of ſame fellowes, 
that dyet theſe Kunning- horics : who foz a byibe of fozty ſhil- 
lings can by a falſe Dye, make their owne Paſters looſe a 
hundzed pound a race. Mer could ſhew moze crafty my in 
this 
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Whercunto is added, O per ſe O. 


this wild-goofe chaſe, then there are white Foxes m Rui. 
and moze range Favecnckes play? by ſuch Riders, then 
BEG his curtail did euet pzaciſe (whoſe g:mbals of the ta 
were the haactter. ) 

wut becaule thts ſozt of Birds haue many fcathers to loo e 
befoze they can feele any cold, hee ſuffers them to make their 
owne flight, knowing that pꝛodigals doe but io ſt at the ſtripes 
which other mens roddes giue them, and neuer complaine ot 
ſmarting tili they be whip'd with their owne, 

In cuery co2ner hee dio finde Serpents ingendzing: vader 
euery roofe ſome impiety oz other lay b2ceding : but at laſt per- 
ceiuing, that tho molt part at men were by the ſozcery of their 
odone deuiliſh conditions transfozmed into UWolucs,and being 
ſo changed, were moze bꝛutiſh and bloody then theſe that were 
Molues by nature: his ſplene lcaped againſt his ribs with 
laughter, and in the height ol that toy,reſolued to w2ite the vil 
lanies of the Moꝛld in Folio, and to dedicate them in pꝛiuate, 
to his Lozd and alter , becau'e he knew him to bee an open 
handed Patron, albeit he was no great loner of Schollers. 

But hauing begunne one picture of a certaine ſtrange beaſt, 
(called lacke iu a B & that onely( becauſe the City had giuen 
mony already to ſe it) he finiſhed : and in theſe colours was 
Lacke in a Boxc dzawne. Jt hath the head of a man, (the face 
well bearded) the eyes of a Hawke, the tongue of a Lapwing, 
which ſayes here it is, when the neſt is a good way off it hath 
the ſtomacke of an Erich, and can diſgelt ſiluer, as caſily as 
that bird doth y2zon. It hath the pawes of a Bare in ſtead of 
hands, foz whatſocuet it faſteneth vpon it holdes: from the 
middle downe-wavds, it is made like a «rayhoun', and is ſo 
ſwift of foote, th it if it once get the (tart of pon, a whole Kenncll 
of Hounds cannot ouertake it. It laues to hunt dꝛy⸗foote and 
can Sent a Irin in no ground io well as the City, and pet not 
in all places of the Cry, But he 1s beſt in Senting betweeng 
Ludgare and fe ple bare: and it is thought that his next 
hunting ſhall be betwene [ym aur i-(tr. e andthe Gold- ſmichs 
Row in Cheapli e Thus much o 115 outward parts, now 
pon ſh ill haue him vnrip'd and a ns inward.

woꝛde, gat either iin e oz ſucy a Gentleman (to whom 
he belongs) hath. an occafion foz foute o2 nue dapes to vic fozs 
ty pound. But becauſe he ts very tyo2tly. (nay he knewes not 
how ſuddenly) o i{rwaatic ro Venice, to tern alem oz ſo, and 
would not willing bee diſfurniſhed of Col, he doth theres 
foze requeſt the Cittzen to lend(vpon thoſe Forty { wen: y-il * 
ling piece) ſo mucij in white money (but foz foure, oꝛ fiue,oz 
ſixe dayes at the moſt) and fsz his good will ge ſhall receine a⸗ 
ny reaſonable ſatisfaction. The Citizen (knowing the pawne 
to be better then a Bond )powzeth downe fozty pound in ſiluer: 
the other dzawes it, and hamng ſo much gold in hoſtage, mar ⸗ 
cheth away with Bag and Baggage. 

Fine dayes being expired, lacke in a Boxe (accozding to 
his bargaint) becing a man of his wo2d, comes againe to the 
ſhop oz ſtall, (at which he Angles fo2 frelh i h) and there cas 
{ting out his line with a filuer hooke, that is to ſay , powzing 
out the foꝛty pound which he bozrowed. The Citizen ſends 
in, oz ſteppes himſcife fo2 the Boxe with the Golan Deuill 
in it: it is opened, and the army of Anaels being imultered to⸗ 
gether, they are all found to be there, The is ſhut againc 
and ſet on the ſtall whileſt the Citizen is telling of his mony : 
But whileſt the muſicke is ſormding, lache in 2 Br xe aces 
h:s part in a dumbe ſhew thus; he ſYifts cut of his fingers an- 
other Boxec of the ſame mettall and making, that the fozmer 
beares , which ſecond Boxc is filled only with iu hngs, and 
being patzed in the hand, ſhall ſerme to carry the weight of 
the koꝛmer, and is clap'd downe in place of the firſt, The Citi⸗ 
zen in the meane time (whileſt this Pit all is made fe him, 
telling the fozty pounds, milleth thirty oz fozty Chilluigs in 
the whole ſumme, at which the lacke ina Fox ſtarting backe 
as il it were a matter ſtrange vnto him at laſt (making a ga- 
ther ing 
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Whiercunto 1s adde d. O per ſe 0. 
thering within himſelſe fo2 his wits) he remembers, heſapes, 
that he layd by ſo much moncp as 15 waning (ck the tozty 
pounds) to diſpatch come buſineſte o2 other, and foz got to put ut 
into the bag againe ; notwithttanding,he intreats the Citizen 
to keepe his Gold itill, he will take the white money home to 
fetch the reſt,and make vp the ſumme, his ab ence ſhall not bu 
gboue an houre 02 two: befoze which time hee thatl bee ſure to 
heute qt him, and with this the little Deu vanſheth carrying 
that away with him, which in the end will lend him to the 
Gallowes, (that is to ſay,his owne Golo) and fozty pound bes 
ſides of the @hop-keepers, which he bozrowed, the other being 
glad to take fozty ſhillings fo; the whole debt and yet is (ound 
ly boxt foz his Laboz, 

This lacke in 2 B »xcispet but a Chicken, and hath laid ves 
ry few Egges, if the t-»naman doe not ſpople it with treading, 
it will pꝛou. an excellent Henne of the Game. It is a knot of 
Cheatozs but newly tyed, they are not yet a company. They 
fiye not like Mild⸗Oeſe (in flockes) but like Kites (ſingle)as 
loth that any ſhould (hirc iu their pzey.Mhep haue two oz thꝛe 
names, (yet they are nod mmes, but errant rogues) ſoʒ ſomes 
times they call themſelues lacke ina 5cxc , but now that their 
infantry growes ſtrong, and that it is known abꝛoad, that they 
carry the Philoſophers ſtone about them, and are able of foz- 
ty chillings to make fo:ty pound, they therefoze vie a dead 
March, und the better toctoake their villanies, doe put on theſe 
Masky + uns.

Noto tra- layd DOwWNe a number of hires in Enyi 4 , and with ſmall 
nale with- pꝛickes hath beaten out a path, teaching howa man may eaſily 
vutcharzes (though not very honeltly) trauell item Ceuntry, to Country, 


and haue bis charges bone and thus it is. 

He that vnd rtakes this ſtrange journey, layes his firft plot 
how to be turned into a raue man, which he findes, can be done 
by none better then by a cruſty lay lor: working thrrefoze hard 
with him, till his ſuite be granted. Out of the City, being 
meunted on a good gelding, he rides,bpon his owne bare credit 
not c:ring whether he traucll to mecte the Sunne ot his Kits 
ſing,o2 at his going downe. Ye knowes his itctin ſmokes in 
fuery Ccuntry,and bis Table is couered in curry Shire. Foz 
when he comes within a mile of a tewne, where he meanes to 
catch Quailes, ſetting Spurres to his 3 ozſe, away he gallops, 
with his cloake off (fo2 in theſe Belivgings of Townes he aces 
not armed with any) his Hat thzult into his hole, as if it were 
loſt and onely an emptie paire of Hangers by his ſide, to ſhrew 
that he had beene dilarmed. And you mult note that this Hot 
ſpurre does neuer ſet vpon any places but onely ſuch, where her 
{nowes (by intelligence) there are ſtoze of Gentlemen, oz 
wealthy Farmers at the leaſt, Amongſt whom when he is 
ome, he tels with diftraged lookes,and a voyce, almoſt bzeath- 


lefle, 
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lelle, how many villaines ſet vpon him, twvhat gold and nluer 
they tooke from him, what wa ds they are fled into, from what 
part of England he is come, ts what place he is going, how 
farre he is from home,how farre from his jcurniesend,o; frem 
any Gentleman of his acquaintance, and ſo liuely perſonates 
the lying G2eeke Synon, in telling a lamentable tale, that 
the mad Troians (the Gentlemen of the Towne, belcening 
him, and the rather becauſe he carries the ſhape of an honeſt 
man in ſhew, and of a Gentleman in his apparell) are liberall 
of their purſes , lending him money to beate him on his jour- 
ney, to pay which, hee offers either his Bill oꝛ Bond (naming 
his lodging in Londen) oꝛ giues his wo2d, as he is a Gentle⸗ 
mau, which they rather take knowing the like miſfoztune may 
be theirs at any time. 

And thus with the feathers of other birds, is this Monſter 
ſtucke, making wings of lundzy faſhions, with which he thus 
baſcly fives du x a whole Buigdome. Thus doth he ride from 
Towne to Towne, from City to Citic, as if he were a Land- 
lor in euety Shire, and that he were to gather Re..cs vp of 
none but Gentlemen. 

There is a Lein brother to this Falſe · gallopp r, and he 
cheates !wnc-wccp:rsonely, oz their T.pſters by learning firſt 
what TCcuntrpmenthepate, and of what funded: and then 
bꝛin ging counterfert letters of tommendations from ſuch an 
Uncle, oz ſuch a Couzen (wherein is requeſted, that the corer 
thereo! may bs vſed kindly) hee lyes in the Anne till he haue 
fetcht euer the Y iſtet 02 ſeruant foz fome Boney , to d:awe 
whom tohim he hath many hookes , and when they hang f ſt 
euough by the gils vnder water Our Sr diues, and 1 ne⸗ 
uer ſcene againe to ſwum ne inthat Rue: 

Upon this Scaffold alſo might bee mounted a number of 
Qu1ck-{-lumg Enpericks, who at tuung in ſome Countcey 
T ownec.clap vp their Terrible Br Hes, in the Marke p ace, 
filling the Daper with ſuch hozrible names of D.. ce, az if 
cuery Aſeaſe vere a Diuell and that they could conjure them 
out of auy Zone at their pleaſure, Pet theſe 15cagerty 
Manthe ne nere Souzeners, and h ue not fomuch 1.11 
as Yozle-leeches. Lhe pooze pcople not giuing money to chen 
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to bee cured of any infirnitties, but rather with their money 
buying wozle infiririties of them. 

dipon the ſauie Polk , doe certaine Aracglivg Scribbling 
Writers deſerue to haue both theit names and themſelues 
hung vp, in ſtead of thoſe faire Cables which they hang vp 
in Townes , as gy pictures to entice Schollets to them: the 
Tables are wzicten with ſundzy kindes of hanys, but not 
one finger of tho hands (not one letter there) dzops from 
the Penne of luch a faiſe wandzing Scribe. Yee by. es other 
mens canning good che-pe in London,and ſells it deare in the 
Countrey. Theſe @wallowes bzaggr of no quality in them 
ſo much as of tv vittucſſe. Jn tour e and cy ventie houres, they 
will wozke foure and twenty wonders , and pꝛomiſe to teach 
thoſe,that know nomoze what belongs to an A. then an Ade, 
to be able in that narrow compaſſe) to vvrice as '/aire, any 
as faſt as a Tountrey Aicar, who commonly reads all the 
Townes Letters. 

But whereſoze doe theſs counterfeit Maſters of that No-

ſkrues) till turning backe behind them, came creeping out 
of hollow trees, where they lay hidden,a number ofcouzening 
Bainkruprs,m the ſhapes of Owles, who when the Parchall of 
light, the Sunne weat vp and downe to ſearch the Cirie, durſt 
not ſtirre abzoad, ſoꝛ feare of being heuted at, and followed by 
whole locks of +ndo1c Credirors, 

But now when the ſtage of the Wo2ld was hung in blacke, 
they ietted vp and dotone like pzoud Tragenians. O what 
thankes they g me to darkeneſſe ! what ſongs they balladed 
cut in pzay'e of Night, fo2 beſtowing vpon them io excellent 
a cloake, uh tem they might ſo ſafely walke muffizd ! Now

Ou of another neft 
flew certains Murderers and | heeues in theſhapes of «cr: ech- 
owe s, who beitung (et on by the Nicht, did beate with their bold 
and venturcu- katall wings at che very does whereas in foꝛ⸗ 
mer times cette villanies had cutred, 

Nd faire from nee, came crawling out of their buſhes a 
— ol gr aue and wealthy Lechers, in the ſhapes of Glow- 
worms, who with Sold Jyngling in their pockete, made ſuch 
a ſhe — in the night that the dvzes of common Brorhelrics fiew 
open to recetue them, though in the day time they durſt not 
palle that way,foz feare that noted Curte zans ſhould challenge 
them of acquaintance , o2 that others ſhould laugh at them to 
ſee white heads growing vpon greene ſtalkes. 

Then came fo2th certaine infamous carthy minded Cr a- 
tures in the ſhape of Snaiſes, who all the day time hiding their 
heads in their ſhells, leſt Boyes ſhould with two fingers point 
at them foz liuing baſely vpon the proſti urion of their wtues 
bodics,cared not now befoze Candle light toſhoat out their lars 
geſt Hornes. 

Anumber of other monſters like theſe were ſeene, (as the 
Sunne went downe ) to venture from their deng, onely to ins 
gender with Darkencſlc: but candle- lights eye-ſight growing 
dimmer and dimmer, and he at laſt falling ſtarke blind, Luci- 
ters Watch-man went ſtumbling vp and downe in the darke 

He to weane Hor (es, 

Uecry dooze on a ſa: den was ſhut , not a candle ſtood pee- 

ping thꝛeugh any window, not a Vintner was to be ſeene 
bzewing in his Cello, not a dzunkard ta be met reeling, not 
a Mouſe to be heard ſtirring: all the Citie ſhewed like one 
Bed and all in that Bed were ſoundly caſt in a eepe. Noyſe 
madenonoyſe, fo2 euety one that wꝛeught with the hammer 
was put to ſilence. Pet aotwithtanding when euen the Di- 
uell himſelfe could haue beenecontented to take a nap , there 


were 
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were few lc · kcepers about the tolune but had their ſpirifs 
walking. To watch which ſpirits what they did, our Spy 
that came lately cut ot the Loyver Countries, Cole into one of 
their circles, where lurking very cloſely , he perceined that 
when all the guctts were pzofoundly leeping , when Carriers 
were ſoundly ſnozting, and not ſo much as the Chamberlain 
of the heuſe but was layd vp, ſuddenly out of his bed ſtartes an

But his journey not lying that way til ſome other time he nets 
ther bzidled no; ſaddled any of his foure-footed gueſts that 
ſtood there at racke and manger, but ſering them ſo late at ſup⸗ 
per and knowing that to ouer eate themſelues weuld fill them 
full of difeaſes (they being ſubjet to abone an hundzed and 
thirty alreavp) hee firſt (without a voyder) after a moſt vn⸗ 
mannerly faſhion twke away, not only all the Pzouendsr that 
was ſet befoze them, but alſo all the hap, at which befoze they 
were glad tolicke their lips. The pooze hozſe looked very ru- 
fully vpon him faz this but he rubbing their teethonly with the 
end of a Candle (in ſtd of a Cozrall) told them, that from 
their Jadiſh tricks it was now time to weane them: And bs 
wiſhing them not to be angry ik they lay vpon the hard boards, 
conũidering all the beds in the houſe were full, backe againe he 

lc to his couch, till bzeake of day : pet fearing left the @unne 
ſhould riſe to diſceurr his knanery, vp he ſtarted and into the 
(fable he Furnibled, ſcarce halte awake, giuing to every Jade a 
bottle of hay foʒ his bzeake-(alt but all of them being troubled 
with the greazy Teethoach , caild eate none, which their ma⸗ 
ſters in the mozning eſpying ſwoꝛe they were either ſullen z 
elle that pꝛouender p2iched them.

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Night, in this his pꝛiuy ſcarch: In ſcme ireets he met g id⸗ 
wines tunning till they ſwtat , and fcllok ing them cloſe at 
beeles, he ſpied them to be let in, at the tacke tcezer cf beuſes, 
ſeated either in klind lanes 02 in by geideng:ubich Eenſes bad 
rocmes butiided foz the p ur pole, where pcung maidee, ling big 
with child by vnlalr full Fathers: oz feng wincs (in their tul- 
bands abſence at @ea, c in the Wars) hauirg w2aflled with 
batchellers, 62 marricd men, till they caught falls, lay ſalc ly 
till they were deliuered of them. And foz rcaſenable ſums ot 
Mmeney,the baſtards that at thele windows crept into the wezld, 
were as cloſely now and then ſent pzeſcntly out of the meld, c: 
elſe were ſs vnmannerly bzeught vp, that they neucr ſpake to 
thetr owne — that begot them. 

In ſome Ertets he met ſerwants,in whoſe bꝛeſt albeit the ar- 
rowes of the plague ſtucke halfc way, pet by crucll Mallets 
were they dziven cut of doozes at midnight, and cenuaied to 
Garden houſes, where they either dyed befoze next mozning,o; 
elſs were carried thither dead in theirccMins, as though they 
had lyen ſicke there befoze,and there had dyed. 

Now and then at the cozner of a turning, he eſpied ſeruants 
purlopning fardels of their maſters ga ds, and delivering then: 
to the hands of common flrumpets. 

This dooze opened,and Luſt with Prodigality were heard to 
fand cloſely kiuing: and(wzinging one another by the hand) 
ſoftly to whilper cut toute o fine goed nights till they met a- 
bzcad the next mozning. 

A thouſond of theſe Comedies were Acted in dumbe ſhew, 
and onely in the private keuſes : at which the Diuels meCens 
ger laught ſo loud that Hell heard him, and foz top rang fozth 
leude and luſty piaudiric*, But beeing dziuen into wonder, 
why the Night weuld fall in labeur and bzing foozth ſo many 
Gillanies, whoſe Lirths ſhee pꝛadiſed to ccuet (as ſhe had 
reaſon ) becauſe fo many Watchmen were centingally called 
and charged to haue an exe to her doings, at length hee percet- 
ued that lat? (moꝛc vgly + moꝛe in number then thele) might 
fipe vp and dewne in darkenes; fo2 though with their letherne 
wings they ſuculd ſtrike the very Pils cut of thoſe Warch- 
mens hannes , ſuch leaden plumn:cts were commenty bung 
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be lle ps at all their eye-lids, that hardly they could be awake- 
ned to ſtrike them againe. 

On therefoze he walkes, with intent to haſten home, as ha- 
ning fil'd his Zable-bookes with ſufficient notes of intelli- 
gence, Bat at the laſt, mating with the gel- man, and not 
knowing what hee was, becanſs he went without his Lanr- 
horne, and ſame other implements: foz the Man in the Moone 
w s vp the molt part of the night and lighted him which wap 
ſoeuet he turned, he tooke him foz ſome churliſh Hobgoblin, 
ſeeing a long tate on his necke, and therefoze to bee one of 
his owne fellow?s. The Bel-ringer ſmelling what ſcrong 
Dent he had in his noſe, ſoothed him vp, and queftioned with 
him how he had ſpeat his time in the Citie, and what diſcougs 
rie of Lx1d-villanics hee had made in this Iland Voyage: the 
Marriner of R opened his Chart which he had lined with all 
abuſes ; lying eicher Eaſt, Weſt, North, oz South: het ſhewed 
how he had pzicked it vpon what points he had ſayl d, where 
hee put in, vader what height her kept himſelfe: where he 
went a ſhoaze,what ſtrange people has met: what land her had 
diſconered , and what coinmodities hee was laden with from 
thence, ©f all which the Bel- um dzawing foozth a perfect 
Mi, they parted. But calling to mind the particular points 
of his Commiſion: of which a P2incipall one was, that hee 
ſhould viſite Pꝛiſons, (in his Progrefie,) Into a Jayle our ins 

ernall Cicchpo!! , the next mozning connaid himſelfe. And 
looking to heare there nothing, but ſixhing, lamenting, pzay- 
ing, and cryings ont of afflicted and fo2lozne creatures, there 
is noſuch matter. But onely a tlamoꝛous noyſe of curſtng 
Sredtitozs, dzinking healthsto their confuſton, ſwaggering, 
coaring, ffrt ting, ſt ibbing one another: as if that all z:ſper- 
bes of ſix teene Armies had bin lwearing together. Con- 
{ering the de perate reſolutions of ſome, hee withed himſelfe 
zu his owe 'crricories , kno ving moge ſafety there, then in 
this H »pirall of incurable mad men, and could not till about 
dinner time be periwaded,but that the Japle was Hell, euery 
roome was o ſmoakie with Tobacco, and oathes flying faſter 
about, then Capfters could ſore vp their frothy reckonings. 

But the time of munching being come, all the ſpozt was to ſe, 
A 3 how 
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how the P2iſoners (like Charking Sculdiers at the riging of 
a towne) ranne vp and downe to arme themſelues againſt 
that battaile of hunger. &cme whetting kniues that had 
meate, others ſcraping Trenchers aloud, that had no meate: 
Some amblingdowne ſtaires foz Bꝛead and Becre , meeting 
another comming vp ſtaires, carrying a platter moze pꝛoudly 
aloft. fullof Powder Becſe and Bzewis , then an Irith man 
does his enemies head, on the top of his ſwozd. Cucty chams 
ber ſhewing like a Cookes ſhop, where pꝛouant was ſlirting. 
And thoſe that had no pꝛeuander in the manger,no2 hay in the 
racke, walking vp and downe like taiu'd Janes,new cuer-rid- 
den in Smithfield. This ſet at Paw being plaid out all ſa m d 
quiet ; the water vnder London Pzidge at the turning was not 
moze ſtill, but locking vp being come, that euety Cocke muſt 
Koe to his rooſt, the $Þuſicke of that (in the judge ment of the 
Blacke Spy) might well eneugh ſerue to roche Gran Belzcbub 
alleepe. F92 nothing could be heard, but keyes Jyngling dees 
rapping, bolts and locks barring in,Jeylers hoarſely 4 harſhly 
bawling fo2 pꝛiſoners to their bed, and pziſoners rcuiling and 
curſing Japlozs roz making ſuch a helliſ din. Then to heare 
ſome in their chambers ſinging 4 dancing, being halfe dzunic ; 
others bzeaking open dozes to get moze dzinke to bee whole 
dzunke. Some roaring foz Tobacco ; others raging, 4 bidding 
Pells plague on all Tobacco, becauſe it has ſo dzped vp their 
mouthes. with as many other franticke paſſions, as there bee 
ſenerall men ; the very repozt ofthis Anticke dance,wenld bee 
thought be better then a Cemedy to his infernall audiente, and 
therefoze tooke eſpetiall note of all the mad paſſages. 

In the end, the Bedlamites being dzcwned moze in Bere 
then cares, and the Deuils ſiye buzzing abeut euery Pziſoners 
Candle, to ſpye what they did beſives : her ſaw one ſitting cn 
bis bed and reading a diſcouery, which he had made in a long 
Voyage; Ok the which, whileſt the other fell ada pe. he ffole 
the Papers, and placing them together, ſcat them to the Bel- 
min, who afterward thus attir'd,ſent them into the Wozld,

The - c|-nan went on, whither this fcarcfull noyſe led him, 
and on a ſuddaine came into a BYagicallcircle, in which were T 
rayſed none but ſpirits of contuſion, as Ululations, Deplozas tunes. 
tions, gꝛoanes cries, ſighes, and complainings. 

It was not the cry at an Itiſh Funerall, which is inſufſers 1 hc c:1 
able Yowling ; noz the crying of Gngliſh Middowes, at the is vp. 
buriall of their huſbands, which ſcarce wetts a handkerchet but 
the ory of men which pterceth the Cloudes. 

They did cry to Heauen, to Earth to God, to man; Heauen Suppol« 
heard all, and receiued ſome : Earth layd vpſoms, and fed all s n 
the relt ; God pittied thoſe whom he tooke, and pzeſerued thoſe e cel 
that were left ; but ccuell man, neither regards thoſs that are 
here noz reſpects thoſe that are gane.

Dw albeit,this poze Irus (laſt ſpoken of) is to be pittied 

and relieued, yet there is one kind of Pꝛiſoner, deſerues 
no comfozt no Commiſeration: and that is the Politicks 
Banck-rupt. 

It is not the honeſt Bank-rupt vndone by ſuretiſhip, Caſu⸗ 
alities,o; !ofſes at Sea; but a politicke Bank-rupt,a Noble-n- 
the pound-Banck-rupt , a fiue-thillings, nay a ten-groates/ins 
the-paund-banck-rupt,a voluntary V illayn, a deucuring Lo cuſt, 
a deſtroying catterpillet, a golden theefe. 

In Anne 38. Hen. 8. An da beginnes thus. Whereas 
viuers and ſund2y perſons,craftily obtaining into their hands, 
great ſubſt ance of other mens goods, doe ſuddenly fly to parts 
unt:nowne oz kepe theit houſes,not minding fo pay,oz reſtoze 
to any their Creditozs theit Debt oz duties, but at their clone 
wille and pleaſures conſume the ſubſtance obtained by Credit 
of ether men, foz their owne pleaſures and delicate lining, as 
gain all reaſon, equitie, and good conſcience : Be it therefoze 
enadcd, 4c, 

And then follow ſeuere ceurſes to pmiſh thoſe Anthropo- 
phag:(men eaters.) 
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De in Anno 13. Eiiza, fo in Anno t. lacob. Strong and 
cunning nets were ſpꝛead by thoſe Parliaments, to catch theſe 
Foxes: yet how many of them haue bin ſince and at this houte 
are, earth d in the Kings Bench, the ricer,and that abuſed San; 
cuary of Ladgate? 

Bere they play at Bowles, lye in faire chambers within the 
Rile,fare like Ducs, laugh at Laz tus, can walke vp 4 downe 
many kimes, by Habeas Corpus,t jecre their Crevitozs; thore 
they lye Bxrricadoed (within King Luds Bulwarke) againſt 
Gunahot : there they rut vp and downe the Pzilon, (like 
Magnificoes in Venice,on the Kialea) bzaue in cloathes,ſpznce 
in Ruffes, with Gold-wzowzht Night-caps on their heaves, 
They de delicioully, plenteouſly, voluptuouſly haus excels 
lont Wines todzinke, handſome Mues tolye with when 
they pleaſe, who come in not like the Wiucs of pziſoners, but 

et the beſt and wealthieſt Citizens, 

Thele men command the tone walies,not the walls them: 
They ſcozne the pooze miſerable Wzetches , who begge at the 
Grate, and line vpon the charity of the houſe ; on them, they 
looke as at their bnder-vaſſails, and crying a tic, foz their 
Creditoꝛs, becauſe there they lite ſafe, to ſpend other mens 
moneys. 

Vom are theſe wholeſome lawes (and the good Pzinces 
that made them) abuſed, by theſe cozroving cankers {hat cate 
into the hearts of ten thou and mens eſtates, to the vnd ving 
of families, cozening of whole Pariſhes , and diſhonouring of 
a Noble Ringdome. | 

Such a Banck-rupf, is a Deuill in a Tault,and ſo hee may 
and, cares not whom he bloweg vp. His beginning is ſub⸗ 
tiity,his middle Zrechery, his end beagery,if not in himſelfe.

Ths tiles which they pin d vpon Conſcicnce, were many, 
and great: they tal d her, trighreſt Starre inthe Church : Au- 
ciznt readet of the Law : Rare leader: Nobleſt Heranld ro 
laiges : Vprighteſt Clearke in the Chancery : Beſt Miſtreſſe 
to th. Maſters in the Court of Requeſt : Holy Palmer tuo Good 
men fand blicke Recorder to Bad- men. They teld her, that 
where (he only had a Commiſſion fram the King of heauen, to 
call Creditozs beioze her, they pꝛaped her to doe ſo, ko; if ſhe; 
ſt vdnot to them, they ſhould dye in P ziſon, and haue ſcarce any 
to bury them. 

The petition with all their inſtructions ſhe take; aud ſol⸗ 
ding vp the paper put it iuto her boſgrnc,haſting Vith all ſped 
conuenient tow ird the heart of the City. 


At length ſhe was entertain d and welcom d into a wozthp r 
ti us houſe : 4 Gentleman that by her aifiſtanse, had riſen 


to great wealth: by her Arguments grew ftrong in Religion: 
ky ber perſwaſions embꝛacc'd Schollers, lcued Souldiers, made 
much of all men.

In this graue g Company, was aſwete ſocietie, of os 
ther Navle (pirit5,ufting at a Cable, all of them taking honoz 
Nom the ut, to be called her ſonnes, and the as much glo2ys 
ing by :e to be tilufed by the name of Mother, 
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At the very fir light of Conſcicnce,they all roſe vp, retei⸗ 
ulng her with all the gracefull complements, that were due to 
ſo Dine and extellent a creature i euery ene ct the m. haſi ing 
with a kind of graue Ceremony, to take her by the hand, and 
ſeate her higheſt at the Board. 

Then all being filent, and their eyes fired onely vyon her 
fate, with an expectation ofſome ſpeech from her, ſhe dzew cut 
of her boſome, the Pz2ifoners S. pi.cac, re it tpenly, 
and repeating fhe particular numbers of all ſuch miſerable 
men aslay in Pziſon, Fe fetch'd a deepe figh, and there bzake 
into this paſſionate Abruption : O (quoth Conde) it a- 
mongſt you, (but I hope you are none of them) there bee any, 
under whome , men ſuffer the cruelty of Eng!ilh execution, 
(wozſe then the Germ me wheele) jimpaiſenment: ict © ontci-, 
cnc pet peritrade peu, to ſend dich, to {peak to them at 
their Aron grates. 

Che laſt wozke yeu are to doe in this Wozld, and the har- 
diſt to finiſh,is to beg Mercy, and obtaine it. 

The omnixotent builder of the Heauens, oftentimes ſquares 
out his Plat. foꝛmes by your ⁊ ines and your eaſutrec: Foz 
if man commtſcrates man, the Maſter and chiele Almener of 
Mercy extends compaſſion to him, —— ik not, not. 

It is one of the mayne Petitions which yon tye your ſcules 


Auen. to euety moz king: dally not with the great Crealuter of Hea⸗ 


uen and Earth, to aske ene thing and meane another: ſo your 
owne turnes be ſerned, you care fo2 nobody ellas: not to feꝛgiue 
when pou are foꝛgiuen, is to tell a lye to him that is all tructh;

O Sad and diſmall Muſiqus the Welles beginne to Toll 
geauily, and pꝛeſently to ring out : Sickneſſe ſo againe 
thzeatens to inu ide this Noble Kingdome , againe to locke vp 
the doozes of this populous City,defend vs heauen 

But it the Judge ccernall holds it fit to call another Seſſi⸗ 
ons ſo ſoone after the laſt and to arraigne our liues at the barre 
foz our ſinnes, of which moſt of our ſcules haue ener ſince lyen 
dangerouſly uche, then tho (whoſocuer thon art) that art 
ſtrucke, and mull betake thee tothy pillow, pzay, and pzay 
heartily, that Veauen may ſend thee an honeſt, carefull, con- 
ſcionable, and good he per: foz in the laſt and late great ſick» 
nefe,many of that Nurcety, were as ſhi wolues, which howl'd 
euery night at the une, and in outward ſhape were tenders 
hearted, (almoſt weepingtoſ@a ficke man, 0; ſicke woman 
in their beddes) but the 2ymes of a number of them, (as it pꝛo⸗ 
ned afterward) were to wzappe ſuch Bodies in their winds 
ing ſhetes. 

Such hard-heacted keepers are Fores, and when the ſh&p- 
heard is gon toreſt ( when all the hauſe is faſf ;Neepe) then 
wozry theß the Lambes. Tho ficker thoſe are whom they 
kepe, the moze eaſily dos they ſeizs their pꝛey, their Belles 
arecupbgaryes,cucr aenouring victualls, not the woꝛſt, but the 
belt they can lay their lips on. 

Their tongues are lickeriſh as Flyes , eyes are quicke-ſighs 
ted as cats at midnight, hands ascatching as bird-lime, hearts 
as falſe as Dice, pet running ſ\mothly, 
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They are called keepers, becauſe what ſocuer they get but 
hold ol, they ker pe it with griping pawes neuer to let it goe, 

They are Dry-Nurſes, and ſtatue fo farre as they date, all 
that come vnder their fingers, 

They are called Charc-women, becauſe when Death fits 
all night by the ficke mans bed-ſive, they by their good willes 
fit till mozning by a good fire, in caſte C haites, and ate thete⸗ 
foze chaiſten:d by the names of Charc-x omen, 

Oz, it you will, that wozd Charc , comes froin the Latine 
word, Chars, which figmfies dere. And they that hy2etheſc 
Night-cro\ves into their houſes , ſhall find thein dearer ware 
than Bullockes itt Smithneld: thouſands, in and about Lon⸗ 
don, aud ell minſler, haue beught theit att; ndance fo dere, 
that their liues haue gone foz it. The walch men of the Ci⸗ 
tie get not ſo much amongſt all their thalkte Billes in amc⸗ 
neth, as one of theſe ſcrapes to her lelic in one night, when ii « 
ꝓluckos but a ſhirt duet a dead mans head aud cares : Choſe 
thirfs are their Fes, ſo axe UWaſt-coats. Night-cappr, Shats, 
Pillow⸗bieres, Bands, Hand⸗kerchets, any thing Kats are not 
ſuch gnawers of linnen, noꝛ Moathes of woollen, as theſe are 
of both. 

If a rich Bacheler ſicken, it is an Eat Indian voyage, when 
ſhee hoyſes vp ſaple from her owne hculc into his: and when 
he dyes, then thee and her lading comes home: Breda is then 
taken, and ſhee alone has the lpoyle. 

Che ſight ofa Dogoz ſtrikes her into a palencs, an Apothc- 
caries man with his grin eyes, giues her a purge, foz any one 
that bzings health in his hand, puts ſickencſſe into her. 

The Lolling of Bells, is muſicke to her,ſhe cares not how 
few line auer whom thee is Matron, noz how many dye though 
in her Armes, the moze water thee fiſhes in, her Fare is the 
better. 

- Art thou ſicke, and truſteſt one of theſe to make thy Bꝛothe⸗ 
Dome of them are ſuch Cokes, that what gd thing ſotuet 1s

A ſpeake not this againſt all kepers : Heauen foꝛbio, a num⸗ 
ber of them are motherly , skilfull, carefull , vigtlant, and 
compaſlionate women: good Nurſes indeed, neceſMry hel- 
pers in time of ſuch extrenuty : But J waite againſt thoſe, 
who fearing neither Pere no2 Plague noꝛ death, noz ary dan- 
ger, haue bene the ſpoyle, ruine and confuſion of many a poor 
ſeruants life ; many a Childe hath bane made Fathetleue by 
them, many a mother childleſle: Pay they repent and amend,

V \ Ce ac come now to an Epidemiall diſcaſe, agenerall 

calamity , an Impoſtume as wide as a Kingdeme ; 
Abuſes of Ale-houles, what penne can let them downe ! how 
many Parliaments haue bceene -Phyſictans to cure this cull, 
pet they Roame like ſerrars ouer the Bedy of the Cont 
mon⸗weale. 

Not to meddle with the Ades and Statutes of all our fo2- 
mer Kings, what did King lames, mo I. againſt theſe exoꝛzbi⸗ 
tants ? Jt was then enaced, that whereas the ancient, true, 
and pzinctpall vſe of Jnnes,Ale-haouſcs,and Uigualing houſes, 
was foz the receipt,reliefe, and lodging of way-fayzing people, 
to ſupply the wants of ſuch as are net able, by greater quan- 
tities to make their pꝛoui ſions of Uictualls, and not to hardoz 
Idle fellawes, to conſume their money and time in dumken⸗ 
nelle; It was therefoze enaced, ic. ( See the Statute) that 
fo2 euer y offence committed by any lune - kceper, Alchoute- 
leec pet, oʒ Victualler, (the offences are there ſet downe,) they 
ſhould foꝛfeit ten ſhillings to the ve of the pcoze, xc. If theſe 
fozfeites were trucly paid, as they are truely made. the peoze in 
ſome Parich would liue as merry as the rich. 

But now (foz all this A, and fo2 all the other S{atutes 
n 3 fo; 
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fo; the ſams purpoſs eſtabliſhed ſince ) How many Pariſhes 
in nd, how many in and about M ondon,c{peciatly thecugh 
aut all t he @aburbes doe li ue Alandes ſuim as it were, in 
hot waters, ſtrong Birte, and head eng Ale. 

Foz to ſuch » hight is this ſuuue of one ng crowne, that 

inkers Pedlets, Pozters, al] £:ivee, all pzofefi⸗ 
ons dt tippling all dap, ali nigu , ung ug hanciig (when they 
can ſtand) laughing, ut g, eating ag ting. 

A whole dtœte 1s in {one pl ice, dut a continued Me. one: 
Not a ſhoppe to be ſeene betweene a Red at, anda Redde 
Lat ice, o woꝛ ers, d t ali dinkers not a Tradei/man at his 
occupation , (oz every zL14defoman keepes (in that place) an 
Alc-houſe. 

It is an eaſier life, a lagier life, a Trade moze gaineſull: 
no ſuch commings in, as thoſe of the | app» : inſomuch, that in 
molt of the ſuburbian out-roades, the beſt men there that com- 
mand the reſt (the Gzand Signors of the Pariſh) as Con- 
ſtables, Pead-bozroughs, and other Officers, are common Ale- 
hoale-keepers : and hee that can lay in moſt Guples of 
Beere and bee furniſhed with the ſtrongeſt ale, and heavieſt 
Liquo2 carries the Bucklers away from all his fellowes. 

Now becauſe the faſhion of downe-right blowes in the jg- 
noble Schoole of Dzinking is growne ſtale, wickedneſe bath 
inuented new ſoꝛts of weapons. to bewitch men(that loue ſuch 
kind of play) to goe reeling todeſtruction, in ſome places, they 
haue little leather 'acks,tip'd with ſiluer, and hung with ſmall 
ſilver Belles, (theſe are called the Gyngle-Boyes) to ring 
pealesof dzunkenneſſe. 

In other places, they haue ſhallow b2owne bowles, which 
they call Whiskins : Tren haue rou another Bzewing call'd 
Hufe Ale ; of which becauſe, no man muſt haue but a Pat at 
a ſitting, and ſo be gone, the reſtraint makes men mgze eager 
to come on: ſo that by this pollicy,one man may Hut it foure 
02 fine times in a dax + 

Theſe quafſings hurt thouſands, and vndoe many pod ze 
men who would elſe follow their labcurs, but now line in beg 
gery ; their Wines (vnleſſe they tipple hard tw, as foz the 
molt part they dos, by their euill examples)ſtaruing at home, 

and 
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and their ragged childzen begging abzoad. Then in ſome pla⸗ 
ces, (in ſtead of full quarts) they haue Jugges ofa pint and a 
halfs; with long neckes cmbzoydered with froth : Cans not a 
wine pint foz a penny, Demy cans of dzaughts apiece : and a 
deuice of ſixe carthen Pipes oz hollow Fonnels, all into one, 
cuery Fonnell holding about two ſpoone⸗fulls. 

If the Aas againſt theſe enozmities were ſeuerely executed, 
and dzunkards puniſhed as the Law does ſentence them, then 
would London bee a very ſober City : Conſtables might then 
ſit moe qnetty in their watch; the two Counters and other 

iſous not be hinted u ith ſo many Katts (which are a ſozt 
of dzunken dermine that come ſtaggering in at midnight: 
and Carpenters might ve moze ſet at wozke, in making of

uch let per ſen as caxe beſoze me, the truth bor. 
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bottome of the moſt pernicious making vp, that the Deuill 
could teach them: inſomuch that albeit the very Sun⸗beames 
cculd poſſibly haue wzitten downe the diſccuery of any groſſe 
villanies by them committed, they would as eaſily venture vp- 
on damning, in denyall of it with oathee, as if there had bene 
no hell fo; ſuch offenders. 

Foz my better painting fozth theſe Monſters, J once tooke 
one of them into my ſexuice (being a ſturdy big-lim'd pong fel- 
low) of him J deſired ſome knowledge in their gibꝛich, but he 
ſwoꝛe hee could not Cant, pet his Rogue / ſhip ſeeing himſelfe 
kindly vſed by mee, would now and then ſhoote out a woꝛd of 
Cam ing, and being thereupen aſked why with oathes he denied 
it befoze, he told mee that they are ſwome neuer to diſcloſe 
their skill in Canting to any houſholder, ſoꝛ if th ey do the other 
Mi vnders oz Rogues, Mill them(kil th) vet he foz his part (he 
ſayd) was ncuer ſwozne,becauſe he was a Clapperdogeon, that 
is to ſap a Begger boꝛne. This Clappcrdogeon ſtaid with me 
fo long as he durſt, and then biogd a Waſte ina dath mans, ſtole 
away frem nic in the night time. So that what intelligence J 
got from him, oꝛ any other tramed vp in the lame Rudiments 
of Roguery, J will bꝛielip, plainely, and truely ſet downe, as J 
had it from mydinellifh ſch e le⸗ mater, hõ 5 call by the name 
of O pe1 {c O. 

Df him J learned, that the cauſe why fo many of this wic⸗ 
ked generation wander vp and dobme this Kingdome, is the 
fre command and abundant vſe they haue of TWaren : fo; if 
vou note them well in their marching, not a 7 atrerdemallion 
walkes his round (be he young oz be he old) but he hath his 
Mort £2 his D xic at his hecles (his woman 02 his whoze) foz 
in hunting of their raſcall Deere this Lawcthey hold, when 
they come to ſtrike a Doe if ſhe will not wop tor a winglet her 
Trine for a mak: if ſhe will not — O per {> O, 02 a pennp let 
her hang fo2 a halfe⸗ penny. 

And this liberty of wenching is increaſed by the almoſt in⸗ 
finite numbers of tippling houſes, called Gov. ling kennes, 02 
of Stilling Kennes, that is to ſay, heuſes where they haue ready 
money ſoꝛ any tolne goods:ynto which nefts ,zS$irds fly of the 
ſame feather, that the owner 15 of : ez if the Ae-{cller box a 
Moꝛſe⸗ſtealer, a Cutpiirle, a Kebber by the highway, a Chea⸗ 

ter. 
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ter, c. of the ſame coate are his gueſts. Theſe houſes are the 
Nurſeries of Rogues and Theues : foz how could they beſtow 
cls ikes ſhetes,ſhirts,and other garments being ſtolne if they 
had not $:alling Kennes to receine them: why ſbeuld Grunters 
(Pigs) goe whining cut of the woꝛld, gauing thetr thzoats cut 
by Rogues, if they had not o vſing Kennes to cate them in? In 
the Ceremony of whoſe ragged afſemblies the gcl-man a little 
miltooke hunſelte, foz ?rigeers, Filchcrs, & © loycrs being all 
(in Engliſh) Cealers, vſe neither Roaſt-meate no; Spits in 
their Feaſtings as he furniſheto them, but when thep ntead 
to ſtrike a hand, they leme their damnable tr opes in the dap, 
but they ſally foozth, and thare the ſpoples in the night. Foz 
ſome one turdy Yel-haund aboue the reſt, vndertakes to be the 
Milic: (that is to ſay, the killer ; )J hope this can b. no diſgrace 
to any honeſt Piller, who is no tyxfe with a falſe hopper; 4nd 
this killer bzings to the laughter-heuſe( viz :a Bovvuug K) 
a g; eating cheate, (aſheape) Ano het, Mils a Crackmans, bzeaks 
a hedge, and that wood heates the Juen whilelt the ſheepe is 
dꝛeſled, cut in pieces and put into earthen pats, mate foz the 
purpoſe to bake their viaualls in. The Ouens mouth being 
thus dawbed vp out fly the little Dinels ( moʒe dambd then the 
Duen) either to bzeake an honſe ſome two oz thzee miles off, 
oz to dos as bad a villany, The piece of ſeruice being perfoz- 
med, a Retraite is (ounded, and about nudnight they returne 
mercily fall ts their g od chere mn infully ; then dun de their 
ſpo;les of ſtolne ſhirts.ſmocks oz any thing elſe moſt thæuiſh⸗ 
ly. In which Partner-ſhip the Poſt and Hoſtelle are chiele 
ſharers,but ſach ſubtill ſhop-keepers arc theſe Yaberdaſhers of 
the Dinels ſmall Mares. that they neuer ſet out to ſell, but 
when the coaſt is cleare , and that as Thaues doe among 
B2okers) the Hur and Crye thzoat be opt, that went baw- 
ling after them: foz abaut a ſeuenth night after, (when all is 
huſhed) to the Staig Ke ne goes the Duds fo: te, to the 
theeuing-bouſle are the ſtolne clothes ſent roundly fo2 mone; : 
which being told out and diuided, away flye theſe Rauens (cats 
teringly, the next pꝛey that they light vpon, being euer at ſome 
Faire, oz elſe a Parket. 
And now that we talke of 12 my pen gallop oner a 
few 
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few lines and it ſhall bzing you (without ſrurting) ſwiltlier 
into Gloteſterſhire, then if you rode vpon Pegaſu:, there if you 
pleaſe to alight neare Tewkſbury, ata plate called Durteſt. 
Faure, being kept there vpon the two Yoly-RKwode dayes, you 
ſhall ſee moꝛe Rogues, then euer were whipt at a Carts Arſe 
th;ough London, and moze Beggers then euer came dzopping 
out of Ireland. Il vou looke vpon them,you would thinke pour 
liued in H. the fixts time, and that Lacke Cade g his rebelltcus 
rag muffins were there muſtering. Dun kit k cannot ſhew ſuch 
ſharkes. The wild Ir. ſh are but flockes of wilde Geeſe to 
them. And theſe [warmes of Locuſtes come to this lowſte 
Faire, from all parts of the Land, within an hundzed miles 
crompaſſe. To deſcribe the Boothes is leſt labour, foz let the 
{).ngman ſhew but his ward2ope and there is not a rag difle- 
rence betwene them. None here ſtands crying, W bar doc 
voulacke ? foz your can aſke foz nothing that is good, but here 
it is lacking. The buyers and ſellers ate both alike, tawny 
Sunne-burnt Raſcals, and they flocke in ſuch troopes, that it 
chewes as if Hell were bzoke looſe. The @hop-kepers are 
Theeues, and the Chapmen Rogues, Beggers and Wrhozes-; 
ſo that to bzing a pur ſe ſull of money hither , were mavneſſe : 
fo2 it is ſure to be cut. 

But would pou know what UWLarzs theſe Marchants of 
Ecle-sking vtter: only Dads fo; the Q 1reons, that is to ſay, 
cloathes fe2 the body, which they haue pilfered from hedges 02 
houſes, And this filthy Faire begins beſoze day and endeth be⸗ 
foze nine in the ſame mozning : at which bzeaking vp, they doe 
not pꝛeſently match away with their bags and their baggages: 
but he who is choſen the Loꝛd of the Faire (who is commonly 
the luſtieſt rogue in the whole bunch) leads his totkred fat men 
4 ft. women from Alc-houſe to Ale-houſe where being Armed 
all in Ale of p2oofe, and their Ben- Bowie (the ſtrong Liqueur) 
cauſing them to haue Naſe Nabs (dzunken Core-combez) vp 
fung they the Tans,downe goe the Bothes , about fle bzoken 
Juages : here lyes a Rogue bleeding , there is a Poꝛt curſing, 
here a Doxie ſtabbing with her knyfe : and thus this Faire 
which begins merrily, ends madly 7 lo; Knaus ſet it vp and 

Aueanes pull it do'rnc. 
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Vet to mate at this allembly (how far off ſoeuer they be 
they will ker pe theit day, though they hop thither vpon one 
crutch: and it is foz ſeauen cauſes that they thus beſtirte their 
ſtumps to be at this vp-fitting,which ars theſe, viz. 

1. Cueryone as his Rogue ⸗ſhippe is of Bulke, oz can beit 
ſwagger,deſireth to be choſen Koꝛd of the Faire : oꝛ if he looſe 
his Lo:dſhip, vet to be a retainer at leaft, and to flight vnder 
his tottered collours. 

2. Tomte with the Sifter-hod and B;other-hood of 
TUhozes and Wallet-mongers, 

3- Tolhare ſuch money as is taken fo; (Dudde Cheates 
wonnc) clothes and things ſtelne. 

4. Co know how the Wozld goes abꝛoad, what newes in 
the Dcuſvile,the Countrey, and where is tenſhip (Gd) 02 
where (Qaire) Naught. 

5. To be Bowlic,dzunke fo: company. 

6. To bandy their Tawny and weather-beaten fozces of 
Mavvnderers (being of their owne fraternity) againſt any o- 
ther troupe of Mountebankes, at any other Fayze oz Puket, 
here the lowſte Randcuouz is to be made. 

7. Laſtly to cnac new warme azders fo2 freſh ſtealing of 
cloathes,zc. with all manner of Armour fo2 the body, but cſpe- 
ctally,Stamps (hes) becauſe (being Beggers) they are (cle 
dome ſct on hozſc-backe. 

Theſe are the ſeuen halters that dzawe theſe Velhounds 
to this Fay2e, fo: the leaſt of which ſeuen, they will venture a 
hanging. 

The Farc is bzoken vp, and becaule it is their faſhion at 
the ttulling vp of their packs, to trudge away merrily, J will 
here teach you what Oper ſe O is, being nothing elſe but the 
burden of a Wong, ſet by the Diuell, and ſung by his Quire : 
Of which J will ſet downe no msze but the beginning, becauſe 
the middle is deteſtable, the ende abhominable , and all of it 
damnable. 

Thus it ſounds: 
Wilt thou a begging goe, 
O per ſe O, O per ſe O, 
Wile thou a begging goc ? 
Yes verily, yea.

This is the Puſicke they vſe in their Libkens (their Lodg⸗ 
ings) where thirty oꝛ fozty of them being in a warme, one ot 
the maſter Diuels ſings , and the reſt of his damned crue fol- 
tow with the burden: In which mid⸗night Catterwallings 
of theirs, nothing is heard but curſing and pzophanation, and 
ſuch ſwearing, as if they were all Knights of the Pot. Jewes 
did neuer Crucifie Chziſt with moꝛe diſhonour , then theſe 

dake. hels, who with new inuented fearefull dathes teate him 
in pteces ; and no maruell, fo: moſt of thole who ate Beggers 
bozne are neuer Chꝛiſtned: beſides they haus in their Canting, 
a wozd foz the Diuel oz the Plague, xc. as Ruthn foz the one, 
aud Cannikin foz the other: but foz Cod they haue none: only 
they name him, but it is not in reuerence, but abuſe : all their 
talke in their naſty Libkens (where they lye like wine) being 
of nothing, luit Wapping, Nigling, Prigs ing, Cloy mg, licking, 
Curſing, and ſuch ſtuffe. Who therefoze would pitty ſuch im- 
poſtoꝛs, whoſe faces are full of diſſembling, hearts of villanp, 
meuthes of curſcs, bodyes of ſoꝛes (which they cal thetr great 
Cleymes )but lapd vpon their fiefh by tunning: whole going A- 
bram that is to ſay naked) is not foz want of clothes, but to ſtir 
vp men to pitty, and in that pitty to cozen their denotion: now 
whereas the Bel man (in his pꝛum ſearch) found cut the neſt 
of theſe Scterth ⸗Owles, pulling of ſome of their feathers, only 
to ſhew their vglineſle, but foz want of good and perfect eye⸗ 
ught, not laying off their skinnes, as I here purpoſe to doe, 
and ſo to dzaw blod , J wil finiſh that which the Bel- man (by 
being oucr-watched) left lame, and ſhew thoſe abuſes naked to 
the woꝛld, which he neuer diſceuered. 

Firſt thercfoze you ſhall behold the Abram- Man tn his true 
colours, his right ſhape, his owne ragges, and then ſhall peu 
beare the phꝛaſe of his Mavvnd oz b:gging, 

Next him comes marching the Counterfeit Souldier, 
with his Mayvnding note to, At his taple follow Ben- 
fcakcrs 
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feakers of lybes, (that is to ſay) Counterteiters of Paſſe porte. 

Then Dommerars. 

Then Clapperdogeons in their true abiliments, and their 
fine beggerly Rhetozicks they vie in begging, | 

Then wil X ſhew you how they hang together in fraterni⸗ 
ties, and what Articles of bzother-hod they are ſwoꝛne to: with 
a note (as god as any Rogues marke they carry about them) 
how to know theſe Knot ot knaues oʒ theſe b zotherhcods, their 
names, their Libkins, z Lodgings their Stavoling Kennes, to 
which all ſtolne gods are bought. And laſtly to ſhew you 
that euen in their mirth they are Diuels, you ſhall heare their 
true Cant ing Songs now vſed among them. 

In ſetting downe al which hidden villantes (neuer til this 
day diſcou: red) pon ſhal find a mixture not onel of al thoſe de⸗ 
teſtable gen en in making thoſe ſozes tohich eate into 
their fleſh, but alſo the trickes and medicines they haue (with- 
out helpe of Surgeons) to cure them. J will besides (in their 
deſcriptions) here and there ſticke woꝛds and phꝛaſes of theix 
gibbꝛiſh oz beggerly Language, giuing them the ſtampe pꝛe⸗ 
ently of true Engliſh, which labour J take of purpoſe to p20- 
ture delight to the Reader, 

Of the Abram his diſcription, 

T Ve Abram Coue, is a luſty ſtrong Kogne, who waiketh 
with a Slade abcut his Quarrons,a ſhete about his body, 
Trin'ng, hanging to his hammes, bande leere wiſe, fo2 al the 
wozld as Cutpurſes and Theuces weare their ſheetes to the 
Gallowes, in which their Truls are to bury them: oftentimes 
becaule he ſcoꝛnes to follow any faſhions of hoſe he gees with⸗ 
out bzeeches, a cut Jer kin with hanging flecues (in immitati⸗ 
on of our Gallants) but no Sattin oz Chamlet Elbowes, foz 
both his legs t armes ate bare, hauing no Comm ſſion to coucr 
his body. that is to ſay, no ſhitt: A face ſtaring like a S2rifir , 
his haire long and filthily knotted foꝛ he keepes no Barber: a 
gud uch (oz ſtaffe) of grown Ach, oz elſe Hel, in his tam er 
in his hand) and ſometimes alhatpe ſticke, on which he han⸗ 
ge ih Ruffe-pecke, Bon. Theſe walking vp and downe the 
Countrey, are 920 terrible towomen and childzen, then the 
name of Riw - heaꝗ and Bloody-bones, Robbi -Goodtellow, 
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oꝛ any other Hobgoblir-Crackecrs tyedto the dogs tayle make 
net the pcoze C urre runne ſaſtet, then thele Abrzm Nu nie: do 
the ſillie villagers cf the Conntrey, fo that when thep ceme to 
ery dcoze a begging nothing is denied them. 
T her Markers, 
Ome of theſe Abrams haue the Letters F. and R. vpon their 
armes: ſome haue croſſes q ſome other Parke, ali of them 
carying a blue colcur:ſome weare a pʒon ring, c. which marks 
arc pꝛinted vpon their ſleſh, by tying their arme hard with two 
ſttings thze oz ſcure inches aſunder,q then with a ſharp Aulc 
rzicking £2 raſing the ſkinne, to ſuch a figure oz pzint as they 
bcſt fancy, they rub that place with burnt paper, piſſe, and gun⸗ 
row der, which being hard rubd in, a ſuffered to d2y,fticks in the 
lleſh a long time after: when theſe markes faile, they renew tte 
at pleaſute. At yeueramine them how theſe letters e Figures 
are pꝛinted vpon their armes, they wil tell pou it is the mai ke 
of Bedlam but the truth is, they are made as I haue tepoꝛte d. 
And to colour his villany the better, eucry one of theſe a- 
brams hath a ſcuerall geſture in playing his part: ſame make 
an hozrid noyſe,hollowly ſounding: ſome whope,ſome hollow, 
ſome ſhew only a kind of wild diſtraced valy lake , vttering a 
ſiinple kind of Mawnding, with the e additions of woꝛds (well 
and wiſcly.) Some dance(but kepe nomeaſurc)others leape 
vp and downe and fetch Gamvals, all their actions ſhew them 
to be as dꝛunke as Beggars : fo2 not to bely them, what are 
they but drunken Beggers :? All that they keg being either 
Loure or Bcyvie (money oz dzinke.) 
T keir Mavynd or Begging 
T He firſt begins, Good Vrſhip, Maſter, or good Vrſhips ru- 
lets ot this place, beſtow your reward on a pore man that 
hath lien in Bedlã witheut Biſhops- gate three yeres foure mo- 
net hs, & nine daies. And beſtow one piece of ſmal ſilner towards 
his fces which hee is indebted there, the ſum of three pounds 
thirteene ſhil ings, ſeuen pence halte peny,(e2 to ſuch cfſea)and 
hath not wherewith to pay the ſame, but by the good helpe of 
Vrſhipful & wel diſpoſed people, & God to reward tl ẽ for it, 
The ſecond begius: Now Dame well and vviſcly: what wil

God ble ſſe my g 01 dame (wel and wiſeij) giue poore Tom an 
old ſheete to keeps him from the cold, or an old dublet or Icr- 
kin of my Miſters,God ſaue his life. 

Ten will he dance and ſing oz vſe ſome other Antick, and 
ridiculous geſture , ſhutfing vp his counterfeit Puppet-play, 
with this Epilogue oz concluſion, Good dame giue pco e Tom 
one cup ot the beit drink (weil and wiſciy )(God faue the King 
and his Connſcll,znd the Gourrno it of this place, &c.

The weapons 
they carry are ſhoꝛt Crab-tree Cudgels, and theſe(becauſe they 
haue the name of @ouldiers) neuer march but in troopes two 
o2 th:e in a company : of all ſozts of Rogues theſe are the moſt 
impudent and boldeſt, foz they knocke at mens dozes, as it 
they had ſerious buſineſſe there, whereas the doze being ope⸗ 
ued to them, they begin this parle.

Ent!c Rulers of this place beſto v your reward vpõ poore 
Souldicrs,that are viterly may med & ſpoyled in his Maic- 
ſtics late wars. is wel for Gods caule as his Mijeſties and yours, 
And bceltow one piece of your ſmill {iluer vpon p ore 
men, ot ſomewhat towards a meales meate, to ſuccour them in 
the way ot trueth,&c.for Gods cauſe. Theſe fellowes go com. 
monly hurt in the left arme beneath the clbow (he uing abe 
lerked, that is to ſay,a Paſlc-pozt ſealed) with licenſe to depart 
the colours. vnder which il you rightly examine them they ne. 
uer fought) pet wheteſocuer the wars are, and how far off ſoc⸗ 
uer thus can they wound them ſelues at home. 
Their . ling of their Sores, 
Ake vnfliked Lime and Sope, with the ruſt of old yzon : 
theſe mungled together, and ſpzed thicke on two pieces of 
leather, which are clapt vpon the arme one againſt another: 
twa 
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tiro ſmall pieces of word (fitted to the purpoſe) helding the 
leathers dewne, all which are bennt hard tothe arme with a

＋ He @ouldier hath his Soze alwayes on his left arme ( vn⸗ 
leſſe he be left handed, foz then becauſe of t he better vſe of 
that hand it is vpon the right)betwirt the elbow and the wzeſt 
and is called by the name of Souldiers Mavvnd. 
When a ſoze is placed on the back of the hand,x that he ſaſth 
he was hurt by an hoꝛſe, then it is called Foor-azans Mawnd, 
When the ſoꝛe is aboue the elbow, as if it were bzoken, z 
hurt, by falling from a Scaffold, it is called Matons Mavynd.

T Hey who are Connterfeiters of Paſſe-pozts , ars called 
hen akers, that is toſap,Goodanakers : ę theſs makerg 
(like the Dinclls Hackneyanen)lye lurking in euery country, 
to ſend vis Pellengers poſte to hell. Che beſt paſſe-pozts that 
euer J ſaw,were m de in @.ſhire, with the hand of one M. W. 
ſublct ibed vato them. There was another excellent Beri.4a- 
about . a Towne in G. ſhite: in . dwelt another, who 
tools two ſhilling t fix pence (cM]o Boords and fir winnes) o2 
two 
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two B ords anda Flag, fo; euery PaTepozt that went out of 
bis beggerly Dfice, he counter feited the @eale of L. D. 

Df theſe Ben-tcakers J could ſay much mo2e, if J would 
bee counted a blabbe: but now the very belt af them are made 
in L. to carry men from thence vnto W. 

How to know counterfeit Paſſe ports, 

be Scales of Noblemen, Gentlemen, Juffices,oz any o- 

ther who haue anthozity to vie Seales, ate grauen in ſiluet 
copper, oꝛ ſome other hard ſtuſſe: and thoſe things with are ſo 
grauen ſeale the Armes oꝛ (ach like with Qarpe edges, with 
a round circle encloſing it, as if it were cut with an inſtrument 
of tele, and it maketh a neate and de pe impꝛeſſion: but theſe 
counterfeit larkes (03 ſeales) ate grauen with the point of a 
knife,vpon a ſtickes end, whoſe toumdneſſe may well be percei⸗ 
ued from the circle of a common turn d ſeale: theſe foz the moſt 
part bearing the ilfaucured ſhape of a Buffirs N ib, oz a Pran- 
cers Nab (a dogs head,oz a Hozſes)x ſometimes an Unicozns, 
and ſuch like: the counterfeit larke hauing no circle about the 
edges. Beſides, in the Paſſe-pazt you ſhall lightly find theſe 
woꝛds, viz. For Salomon ſaith . Who giueth the poore, lendeth 
the Lord,&c. And that Conſtables ſhall helpe them ta lodg⸗ 
ings: And that Curats ſhall perſwade their pariſhioners,xc. 

Another note is, let them be in what part of the Land ſoe- 
uer they will, yet haue they an hundzed miles to goe at leaſt e- 
uery one of them hauing his Doxic at his heeles. And thus 
much of Ben feakers. 

Of Dommerars, 

He Bel-man tooke his markes amiſſe, in ſaying that a 
1)-mmerar is equall to the Cranke , foz of theſe Dowmc+ 

rars I neuer met but one, that was at the houſe of one M. I. 
of L. This Dommerars name was W. he made a ſtrange noiſe 
ſhewing by fingers acroſſe , that his tongue was cut out at 
Chalke-htll.

But J cou 
ſed him to be held faſt by the trength of men, vntill ſuch time 
that opening his teeth with the end ofa fmall cudgell J pluckt 
loth t is tongue and made him ſpeake. 
Of Clapperdogeons, 

A Clapperdogecn is in Engliſh a Begger bozne : ſome call 

him a Pailyard : of which ſozts there are two: firſt, Aatu⸗ 
rall,ſecondly,Artificiall. This fellew(abcuse al cthcr that ate 
in the Regiment of Rognes) goeth beſt armed againft the cru- 
city of winter: he ſhould be wiſe, foz he loues to ke pe himſelſe 
warme, wearing a patched Caſtor (a Cloake) fe2 his vpper 
Robe ; vnder that a logmans (a Gowne) with high Stamperc, 
(ſhoes) the ſoles an inch thicke pegged oz elſe patches at his 
Girdle ready to clap on: a great Scuc (a bzowne diſh}, hanging 
at his girdle, g a tafſel of Thzums to wipe it. a bzace of greaſie 
tight / caps on his head, and ouer them (leſt he ſheuld catch a 
knauiſh cold )a hat (oꝛ Nab · che at) a goodi-11ch (02 ſtaffe)in his 
hand, hauing a little yꝛon pegge in the end of it: a Bugher (a 
little dog) following him, with a ſmugge Doxy ,attyzed fit foz 
ſuch a Roguuſh Companion. At her backe ſhe carricth a great 
pack,couered with a patthed ſaue-guard, vnde t which ſhe con- 
ucicth all ſuch things as the filcheth : her ſkil ſometimes is to 
tell Foztunes,ts helpe the diſeaſes of women and childꝛen. As 
ſhe walkes,ſhe makes bals oz ſhirt-ftrings {tur now commen- 
iz theyknit)and weares in her hat a nedie with a thꝛead at it. 
An ercelleat Angler the is: foz when her (oc Miwnds at any 
dooze if any Poultry ware be picking vp their crummes nere 
them, che ferdeth them with bzead, a hath a thzeed tyod to a hos 
kd pin, baited foz the nance, which the Chickin ſu allowing is 
choaked,q4conucied vnder the Caſtor: chickins, linnen wollen, 
oz any thing that is wozth the catching, comes into her net.

Hop they make their great Sores, caled the great Cleyme. 


Dey take Crow-foote, @p&retwozt and Salt, and bzuiſing 

theſs together, they lay them vpon the place of the bodie 
which they deſirs to make ſoze : the skin by this meanes being 
fcetted, they firft clap a linnen cloth, till it ſticke faſt, which 
plucked off, the raw fleſh hath Rate-bane thzowne vpon it, to 
make it looks valy: and then caſt ouer that a cloth, which is al- 
wayes bloody and filthy, which they do (o often,tbat in the end 
in this hurt they fele no paine , neither deſire they to haue it 
healed but with their Doxics will trauell (foz all their great 
Cleym-s)from Faite to Faite, from Gparket to Barket, bes 
ing able by their Mayvnding to get five Boords (that is) fue 
chillings in a weeke in money andTozne. Which money they 
hide vnder blew and greene patches: ſs that ſometimes they 
haue about them ſixe pound oʒ ſcuen pound together. 

The Clapperdogeons that haus nat the great Cleyme , are 
called Fa-marly Beggers.

Acry one of them bath a peculiar Nickname , pꝛoper to 
himſelfe, by the which he is moze knowne, moze enquired 
after by his Beothers , and in common familiarity moze ſalu- 
ted, then by his owne true name: yea tte falſe is vſed ſomuch, 
that the true is fozgotten. And of theſe Sick names, ſome arc 
giuen to them foz ſome ſpeciall cauſe ; as Oli Compi is the 
Vy name of ſome one pꝛincipall Rogue among them, being 
am Avram, being beſtowed vpon him, becauſe by that hee 1s

As the men haue Nick-names, ſo likewiſe haue the women:

& theſe Fugitiue Wagabonds haue Nicke-mames fo

becing a Sheepe-coate,ts by the Nuclt ot Rogues who nightly 
allemble there c:lled by the name of Stophole Abbey: ſo likes 
wiſe another of their Lodgings is called by the came name. 
Then haue others : as the blew Bull, the Prancer, the Bulls 
belly, the Covves vader, the grecne Arbour.the blazing Star, 
ic. Such like Br / names giue they alſo to their Fencing Kens: 
and note this that after a robbery done, they lye not without 
twelue miles at the leaſt of the place where they doe it, but ha- 
uing eaten vp their Rolne mutton (baked as afoze-ſayd) a- 
way they trudge thꝛeugh thicke and thinne, all the hauens of 
Hell into which they put in, beeing alwayes foz the moſt part 
of an equall diſtance one from another:fo2 ke how far as the 
one $ oph e Abbey ſtands from the other, and juſt ſp farre is 
the alls belly from the Cowes vader, and ſo of the teſt: ſothat 
what way ſoeuer theſe night Spirits doe take, after they haue 
done theit deedes of datkeneſſe they know what pace to keepe. 
becau'e (what ſtozmes ſoeuet fall) they axe ſure ofharbour, all 
thetr journeys being but of one length. Yet dare they not but 
let their Mocts and thetr Doxics meete them at ſome of theſe

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places, bec aſe ho m cold ſocuer the weather be, their Female 
ines come hotely and ſmoaking froin thence, cartping about 
them Glymmar in the Prat (fire in the tonch-bore) by whoſe 
lathes oftentimes there is Gy mmer in the lock (theaſkers 
Liowne vp too) of which dangerous and deadly chumilhes the 
fault islayd vpon @cruingemen dwelling thereabcut, who like 
Fre-batcrs ate ſo hungry of ſleſh, that a Doxic (it the haue a 
ſmug face) cannot pe pe cut, but thee is taken vp {oz P:wkes 
meat. And it is no wonder, there is ſuch ſtealing of thole wilde 
Bucks, becauſe there is ſuch Rozr of them: no is it a maruell 
there is luch ſtoze, ſithence he is not held wozthy io walke oz to 
be counted one of the foure and twenty Oꝛects, but to be bant- 
thed(as a ſilly Animall x a ſtintatd) from all god fellowſhip, 
ſociety, and meetings at Faires, Pat kets, and merry Bowling 
K-ns,who when the Trumpet ſounds (that is to ſay, when the 
Cuckoe ſings)thzuſts not out his head like a @naile out of his 
ſhell and walks not abzoad about the Deu vile (the Country) 
with his ſpirit of Lechery : theuing, (his Doxy at his hælet. 
Why the Staffe is called 4 fich. 
T Bus much foz their Fraternities, Names, Lodgings, 
and Aſembltes , at all which times cuery one of them 
carries a ſhozt ſtaffe in his hand, which is called a uch, ha- 
uing in the Nab oz head of it, a ferme (that is to ſay, a hole) 
into which bpon'any piece of ſeruice, when hes goes a Filch- 
ing, he putteth a hooke of yzon, with which hooks hee angles 
at a window in the dead of night, fo2 ſhirts, ſmockes , oz any 
other linnen oz woollen : and fo; that reaſon is the ſtatte tear- 
med a Filch. So that it is as certaine that hee is an Angler 
foz Duds,who hath a ferme in the Nab ef his Filch, as that he 
is a theefe, who vpon the high way cryes ſtand, and takes a 
purſe.

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And vet foz all theſe baſe villanies and others, o what black⸗ 
nelle ſoeuer they bes, vou ſhall at eucry AMſes and Seſſions, 
ſee ſwarmes of them boldly venturing amongſt the Pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners : one can:e of their tempting their owne danger ſo,ts,that 
being ſwozne bzothers in le igue, and partners in one and the 
ſame theucry, it behoues them to liſten to the Pꝛiſoners cons 
feſſton (which they doe ſecretly) and ſo to take thetr t&#les, if 
they ſpye a ſtoʒme comming. Another cauſe is, to learne what 
Lime-twigs caught the Bird i th Cage, and how hee was en- 
tangled by the Juſtice in his examination, that thereby hee a- 
bꝛoad may ſhun the like: but the Diuell is their Zutoz , Þ:11 
their @choole, Lheeuery , Koguery, and Who2edome : the 
Arts they ſtudy, befo2e Doctoʒ Story they diſpute, and at the 
Gallowes are made Gzaduates of Nzwgate, and other Japles 
(the Pang-mans Colledges.) Al theſe foze-named Monſters 
of a Kingdome (with many others, like them) as they are 
differing from others in their manner of life , ſo haue they be⸗ 
gotten among themſclnes as ſtrange a Sibbziſh Language, 
which they call Canting.

How long it hath beene a Language: how it comes to 
bee 1 Language: how it is derived ; and by 
whom it is ipoken.] 


Ou ſhall therefoze know how it grew to bee a Language, 
* When all the World was but one Kingdome , all the 
People in that Aingdome (pake but one Language, A 
man could tranell in thoſe dayes, neither by Sea nz Land, 
but hce met his Tountry-men, and none others. Two cculd 
not then ſtand gabbling with range tongues, and con'pirs 
together (to his vwne face) howto cut a third mans th;oate : 
but he might vnderſtand them. There was no Spa iat (in 
that age) to hꝛaue his enemy in the rich and lofty Caſtilian : 
no dom me &; ato2 to pleade in the Rerhoricall and Fluent 
Latine : ng alian to court his iſtreſte in the werte and a- 
mozous [ulcane : no Frenchman to parlep in the full x — 
phzaſe 
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£h2aſe of Orleans : no Germane to thunder ont the high and 
ratling Dutch. the vnfruttiull crabbed Iriſh, and the volu⸗ 
ble cgnificant Welch, were not then ſo much as ſpoken of: 
the quicke Scorriſh Dialec (Eſter to the Engli(h) had not then 
a tongue, neither were the irings fo the Enzlich ſpeech (in 
thoſe tunes) vntied. When ſhe firſt learned to ſpeake, it wag 
but a bzoken Language: the ſingleſt and the ſimpleſt wozdes 
flowed from her vtterance z foz ſh dealt in nething but in 
Monolyllables, (as if to haue ſpoken wo2ds of greater length 
would haue crackt her voice) by which meanes her eloquence 
0 e g. Was poozelt, yet hardeſt to leatne, and lo (butfoz neceſſity) 
pirable o not regarded amongſt ſtrangers. Pet afterwards thoſe 
ne beſt. Nobleſt Languages lent her wozds and Phzaſcs, and turning 
tgoſe bozrowings into good huſbandzy , ſhes is now as rich 
in Elocution and as aboundant, as her pʒoudeſt and beſt ſto, 

red neighboꝛe. | 
Whileſt thus (as J ſayd befoze) there was but one Alpha- 
bet of Lettets fo2 all the Mold to read by: all the people that 
then liued , might haue wzonght vpon one piece of wozke in 
Countries farre diſtant aſunder, without miſkeking one anos 
ther, and not needing an Jnforpzeter to runne betweene them, 
which thing Nymrod (the firſt Jdolater) perteiuing, and not 
knowing better how to imploy ſo many thouſand Pillions 
of Duve as bowed befoze him: a fire of Ambifiondurncy 
within him, to climbe bp ſo highthat he might ſer what was 
done in heauen. And foz the purpoſe, wozkemen were ſum⸗ |

moned from all the comers of the earth , who p2eſently were 

ſet to build the Tower of Babel. But the maſter wozkeman of 

this great Uniuerſe (to checke the inſolence of ſuch a ſawcy 
Dales builder) that durſt raiſe vp binacles equall to his owne (abeue 
bebe cammanded the ſelfe ſame Spirit, that was both bzed in the 
Chaos, and had maintained it in diſoꝛder, to be both Surveyor 
of thoſe wozkes, and controller of the Labourers. This Mel- 
ſenger was talled Confuſion. Jt was a Spirit ſwift of ſight, 
and faithfull of ſeruice. Yer lokes wild, terrible and tncon- 
ſtant: her attire carelefly loſe,and a thouſand ſeuerall colours. 
Jn one hand the grip'da heape of ſtozmes, with which (at her 
pleaſurs) ſhe could trouble the waters: in the other ſhe held a

her : the Spirics names were Treaton, Sedition, and Warte, 
who, at enery time when they went abzoad, were ready to ſet 
Kingdoms in an vpꝛoate. She tode vpon a Chariot of clouds, 
which was alwayes furniſhed with Thunder , Lightning, 
Windes, Raine, Haileſtones, Snow, and all the other Artillery 
belonging to the ſervice of Divine Vengeavce : and when the 

ſpake, her voyce ſounded li ke the roaring of ſo many Torrens,

fuſion neuer dwelt moze among any Creatures. The cl- 
man (in his firſt Voyage which he made foz Diſcoucries)found 
them to be Savages, yet lining in an Aland very temperate, 
fruitfull,full of a Noble Nation, rarely geuerned, The Lawes, 
manners and habits of theſe Wild- men are plainly ſet downe, 
as it were in a fozmer painted Table. Pet left happily a 
ftranger may deſire to looke vpon this ſecend picure of them

The language therefoze of Canting,they 
ſtudy euen from their infancy,that is to ſay,from the very firſt © 
houre that they take vpon them their names of Kirchin-Coes, 
till they aregrowne Rutflers, 82 Vpright-men, which are the 
higheſt in degree amongſt them. | 

This wozd Canting , ſeemes to be derined from the Latine 
Uerbe(Canto) which ſignifies in Engliſh, to ſing,oz to make a 
ſound with wozds,that is to ſay,to ſpeake. And very aptly may 
Canting take his derinatton,a cantando, from finging, becauſe 
amongſt thele beggerly conſozts that can play vpon no better 
inſtruments , the Language of Cant ing is a kind of Muſicke, 
and he that in ſuch aſſemblies can Cant beſt , is counted the 
beſt uſlitian. 
Now as touching ths _— 02 phzaſe it ſelfe, I ſce not 
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that it iSgrounded vpon any certaine rules; And no maruell 
if it haue none, fog ſifhence both the Father of this new kinde 
of Learning, and the childzen that ſtudy to ſpeake it after him 
haue beene from the beginning, and fill are the trecders and 
Nouriſhers of all baſe diſozder , in their kuing and in their 
Manners : how is it poſſible , they ſhould obſetue any Method 
in their ſpeech, and eſpecially in ſuch a Language, as ſetues 
but onely to vtter diſcourſes of villanes ?
